Women and Children Not Neglected 


The sixth annual session of the wo- 
man’s course in home economics was 
held under the direction of Miss Abby 
L. Marlatt, head of the home econom- 
ics department of the university. She 
was assisted on the lecture program 
by Miss Anna Barrows of the Teach- 
ers’ college, Columbia university, New 
York, and by Miss Nellie Crooke of 
Milwaukee-Downer college. 

“The Home and the Child” was the 
subject around which the discussion 
of the women’s course centered, in- 
cluding lectures on house .sanitation, 
the physical development of the child, 
problems of feeding infauts and grow-

ing children, including a discussion of 
school lunches, insect pests in the 
ways of keeping the grocery 
bill down, the care of the sick and 
suggestions on the training of children 
by Dr. M. V. O'Shea of the university 
department of education, 

Iiven the small boy given a 
place in these courses, one having been 
arranged for boys betsveen ten and six- 
teen years to teach them to judge corn 
and various grains. Boys who were 
winners in the grain growing contests 
at the different county fairs last fall 
had all their expenses paid for the five 
days of the course, and auy other boys 
interested were admitted without fees 
of any kind. The object was to in- 
spire the youth of the farms and small 
towns with an interest in the study of 
scientific agriculture and an ambition 
to fit themselves for the highest type 
of farming.

Werk along similar lines is being 
carried on elsewhere throughout the 
nation, As an instance agricultural 
iustruction for schoolteachers is receiv- 
ing special attention in Ohio.

At Amesville, 0., an agricultural ex- 
tension school was held for one week 
in September which farmers, their

and boys were instructed in the prin- 
ciples of soil fertility, farm crops, hor- 
ticulture, live stock judging, ete. The 
women and girls were given new ideas 
in homemaking, the principles involv- 
ed in breadmaking and other cooking. 
together with simple scientific reqsons 
for certain chemical changes which 
come under their observation in every- 
day life on the farm, 

Agricultural high schools are being 
established in different states so that 
pupils may go from the small district 
schools to a larger and better equipped 
school to continue their agricultural 
studies. There should be at least one 
such school in each county where farm 
subjects would receive special atten- 
tion, It is education of the right sort, 
considering what is demanded of mod- 
ern progressive farmers. 


Agricultural Department. 


The important service rendered to 
the farmers of the land by the agri- 
cultural department at Washington is 
everywhere recognized. ‘The experi- 
ment statious, the successive bulletins 
dealing with all phases of crop grow- 
ing, live stock and other subjects of 
interest to farmers and the other ac- 
tivities of the department have been 
of incalculable benefit to American ag- 
riculture. 

Of scarcely less moment are the va- 
rious farmers’ institutes held in the 
different states. A case in point was 
the institute held at Manhattan, Kan., 
about two weeks ago. Over 800 farm- 
ers were present, 

During the last year a large corps 
of farmers’ institute workers and in- 
structors from the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural college have been busy in the 
county and local institutes of the 
state. They have lectured upon and 
demonstrated scientific agricultural in- 
vestigation and better methods of 
farming. The mails have carried large 
amounts of bulletins and other litera- 
ture relating to agriculture, and spe- 
cial trains have made tours of the 
state. This is taking the college to the 
people. ‘Phen for a week, from Dec. 
27 to Jan. 1, the people came to the 
college when it opened its doors to the 
state farmers’ institute. Almost 70U 
persons, most of them boys and girls, 
sent by the local institutes of their re- 
spective neighborhoods, were enrolicd 
in classes. Besides these there were a 
large number who came to the con- 
ferences of the various organizations 
of agricultural interests that met at 
the college during the week. The dal- 
rymen and creamerymen of Kansas 
effected organizations, and the horse, 
the sheep and the swine breeders’ as- 
sociations convened. Conferences of 
millers and wheat growers and of 
county highway officers were held, 
and the corn show and the poultry 
show brought a large number inter- 
ested in these lines. In short, almost 
every phase of agricultural interest 
was represented/ 


Kansas Farmers Alive. 


The state farmers’ institute of Kan- 
sas this year was the most successful 
ever held. Not only is this true in 
point of attendance, but in the live in- 
terest displayed. There was no evi- 
dence that any one came through idle 
curiosity; every one evinced 2 purpose 
to observe, study and learn. And the 
opportunity was unequaled. On the 
college grounds were to be seen some 
of the championship show stock of the 
world, the prize winning corn exhibits 
of inany shows, and the well equipped 
laboratories were open to the use of 
the students. Classes were offered the 
men and boys in corn judging, stock 
judging, dairying and poultry manage- 
ment, Women and girls were given 
work in domestie science and art. The 


actual laboratory and practice work | 


was supplemented by lectures and 
demonstrations. These were given by 
the very best of authorities on the va- 
rious subjects, speakers from various 
state universities and the department 
of agriculture at Washington. 

Every evening the large auditorium 
was thrown open to every one—stu- 
dents and visitors. Lectures and dem- 
onstrations were given, many of them 
made especially interesting and in- 


structive by the use of stereopticon | 


slides thrown upon a screen. 

Professor ©. P. Hartley of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
gave some very valuable lectures 
about corn breeding and corn varia- 
tion. He told of the results of experi- 
ments which he himself had carried 
out in corn growing. “There was no 
pretty but useless theory here. The 
practical nature of his work was set 
forth when he said: 

“It is not always the nicest looking 
ear of corn that is the best; hence 


the necessity of making ‘ear to row’ | 


tests in order to determine which ears 
are really the highest yielders. My 
idea of a score card for corn is ‘yield 
of good corn per acre 100 points.’"” 
The dairymen, millers, wheat grow- 
ers, live stock raisers, poultrymen, 
good roads advocates and others also 
had their day at the Kansas insti- 
tute. All this work, together with tbe 
instruction at the agricultural colleges, 
the multifarious activities of the agri- 
cultural department and such meet- 
ings as those mentioned, shows that 
the movement toward scientific farm- 
ing in America is going forward in a 
most gratifying way.

TO FLY TO NORTH POLE. 


Dr. F. J. Fielding’s Plans For Aeria! 
Arctic Trip. 

Dr. Frederick J. Fielding of San 
Antonio, Tex.. who won a trephy for 
miuking the longest balloon trip out of 
Chicago two years ago, says that he 
is very much in earnest in his propo- 
sition to make a journey to the north 
pole and back in a dirigible balloon. 
He already has his plans well ad- 
vanced, and when a fewenore of the 
necessary details are arranged he will 
let the contract for the construction 
of the big balloon. It will hold 200 
000 cubie feet of gas and carry 6,000 
pounds burden, 

Dr. Fielding has made a close study 
of balloons for several years, and the 
hew craft will embody a number of 
hew ideas that he believes will be ad 
vantageous in its operation. It will be 
built for speed and comfort. The pow- 
er equipment will consist of a gasoline 
engine of 200 horsepower, which Dr 
Fielding claims will drive the ciger 
shaped balloon through the air at a 
speed of 100 miles an hour. Ife ex- 
pects to accomplish the daring journey 
With ease, and the trip both ways, fn- 
cluding a short stay at the pole, ought 
not to take more than eight or ten 
days, probably much less time than 
that, he says. His equipment aud sup 
plies will be ample for all possibte 
emergencies, A tank containing 25,0009 
cubic feet of extra gus to replenish 
the supply for the balloon will be tak 
en along. A sled and team of dogs. a 
scientist of note and one or two other 
congenial companions will also be tuk 
en along. 

It is not to be a trip of exploration. 
but one of verifiedtton. Careful ob 
servations will be taken to settle any 
disputed questions ‘that Inay arise as 
to the records of exploration that have 
already been made in the far north. 
The starting point has not yet been 
decided upon. Owing to the rapidity 
with which the journey can be made 
it would be feasible to start from some 
point in Canada or the northern part 
of the United States. Dr, Felding is a 
man of wealth aud will finance the ex- 
pedition out of his own pocket.

For 
the last few days there has been a} 
warm breeze blowing over the Rock- 
fes from the Japanese current, known 
through the northwest as the Chin- 
ook, and this served to loosen the | 
snow cap on the mountain peak. 

Sunday afternoon a warm rain set | 
in and owing to the warm wind from 
the Pacific instead of becoming hail | 


at the high altitude it remained un- 
congealed at the great height, and 
soon the great snow banks were 
soggy. 


It has been sixteen years since the 
peak from which the slide started had 
been cleared by an avalanche and the 
snow there was many feet deep. Some 
years ago there was a_ slide which, 
took all the snow from an adjacent 
mountain and the slide resulted in 
the death of sixty familf*s tn the town 
of Burke. 

Snowslides are rare in the Kootenai 
district, in which Mace is located, 


and little fear was entertained that 
there would be one this .year. No 
snowslide break wall had ever been 


built on the lower part of the moun- 
tain slope, as the miners believed 
the forest growing half way up the 
mountain would serve aS a natural 
barrier for any of the snow and bould- 
ers which might become 
above.

These include a_ large 
machine shop, a large ship tool house, 
a large wood working shop and mold 
loft, a large forge shop, a large black- 
smith shop, a large sheet iron and 
electrical rigging shop, a large store 
house, an annealing plant, a lumber 
storehouse and saw mill, a_ brass 
foundry, a pattern store house, an 
angle smith shop, a ship carpenters 
shop, a paint shop, a 
pueumatic tool shop, a rivet shed, a 
large office building, a government in- 
spectors office, a hospital, an oil house, 
and several small store houses, etc.

Chicago, March 1.—Federal in- 
quiry into the methods of disposing 
ot oleomargarine was ordered by 
Judge Landis of the United States 
district court, after he had sentenced 
William Broadwell, one of four deal- 
ers, who had been indicted for vio- 
lating the oleomargarine regulations, 
to six years in the federal 
Fort Leavenworth, and fined 
000. 

“It has been disclosed that prob- 
ably not less than $15,000, and pos- 
sibly more than $20,000, has been 
lost by the United States government 
as a result of Broadwell’s activities,” 
Said Landis in sentencing him. 

“Whenever arrested he has given 
bond and then gone out and violated 
the law again the next day. It has 
been a wilful defiance of the law. His 
bond has been supplied by a manu- 
facturer of*the commodity which he 
sold illegally, a proceeding which I 
regard as my duty to say is highly 
significant.” ry 

Thomas Dudman, a 
agent for an Oleomargarine concern, 
testified about his case as bondsman 
for,the indicted man. He told Landis 
that when he went on the bonds of 
the men he expected to be indemni- 
fied, in case there were any losses, by 
his employer, William J. Moxley. 

Moxley is representative in con- 
gress from the Sixth district of Illi- 
nois. 

Federal inspectors told 
that the defendant sold daily large 
quantities of illegally manufactured 
oleomargarine to downtown restaur- 
ants.

CERTAIN period of childhood 
has been called the “interro- 
gation point stage.” There is 
a type of young womanhood 

which with equal propriety might 
ethoose the exclamation poiut as its 
representative symbol.

The abrupt girl seems to be an 
American product. Ip other countries 
abruptness in women of any age is re- 
rarded as a fault, and pains are takep 
to get rid of it. In America it is in 
30me cases considered amusing, and if

the one who exercises it is personally 
attractive she may be tolerated awhile. 
Ordinary abruptness is a fault of 
youth. It isn’t preciSely an indication 
of inherent boorishness., but it seems 
to come natural, as it were, to siam 
inanimate objects, like doors, to make 
curt replies, to enter and leave a room 
with a dash and to do most things 
with more slambang than is at all nee- 
essary. 

Of course much of this abruptpess 
is due to excess of animal spirits and 
will be toned down by the advance of 
years. Even if no effort on the part 
of those in authority is made to cor- 
rect the fault it is in most cases al- 
most certain to yleld to more suavity 
of manner and desire to be conven- 
tional. As girls grow older they learn 
to move gracefully gud quietly, to aban- 
dou much of their antagonistic and 
vociferous manner and to appear to 
take an interest in what others are 


saying and doing. 
It is a pity that girls cannot be 
brought to an earlier realization of 


how greatly this abruptness of man- 
ner conflicts with their mental com- 
fort. Many and many a well mean- 
ing girl has forfeited a coveted pleas- 
ure by her awkwardness of speech and 
manner. She has permitted herself to 
be misrepresented by a compelling 
something within her which she de- 
tests thoroughly, but seems to be pow- 
erless to control. 

Sometimes this unlovely trait comes 
from self consciousness. Its possessor 
may really be very shy, painfully so, 
and her effort to conceal it may result 
io an exhibition of bravado. With her 
neart aflutter and cheeks aflame she 
actually swaggers, talks brusquely and 
does ber best to maintain an appear- 
ance of recklessness which is strange- 
ly unbecoming to the sex. 

Still more frequently may abrupt- 
hess be ascribed to an overflow of 
good spirits. A’ young girl endowed 
with abundant health and energy is 
sometimes disposed to regard conven- 
tionality as something to be disre- 
garded with impunity. She is apt to 
declare that she has.no patience with 
the accepted way of doing things, and 
she adopts whatever is odd and pro- 
nounced in manner. She is especial- 
ly addicted to what she regards as 
“plain speaking.’ and her conversa- 
tion is interlarded with slang expres- 
sions. She is intolerant of the advice 
of her elders, and when it is offered to 
her she munifests her unwillingness

This is the type of girl for 
whom time and experience will do 
much, 

Another species of abruptness may 
be referred to selfishness pure and

has no sympathy with those who are 
under the dominion of “nerves,” and 
she behaves as if she were a firm be- 
liever in her mission to shock the mori

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BANKER LOST 
IN FARO GAME 


Said to Have Been “Trimmed” 


to the Tune of $60,000 


_ 


Boston, March 1.—With the dis- 
covery that a well-known Boston 
banker had been swindled out of $60, - 
000 by the gang that helped wreck 
the National City bank of Cambridge, 
the exposure of the great Boston 
bunco syndicate reached a crisis. This 
revelation brought the total known 
operations of the gang up to $204,- 
100, with a certainty that the profits 


| of the syndicate had been much more 


than that. . 

The tremendous loss of this banker 
—whose name is known throughout 
the New England financial world— 
was 50 percent greater even than the 
amount taken from Coleman, the boy 
bookkeeper of the Cambridge bank. 
It was taken from a supposedly con- 
servative financial man. That the 
swindlers succeeded in getting a for- 
tune from him showed conclusively 
that Boston is the headquarters of one 
of the strongest, cleverest and most 
powerful syndicates of crime known 
in a generation. 

Fifteen victims are now known to 
have supplied this gang with over 
$200,000. Nor will any of them ad- 
mit that he fell a prey to the gang. 
The facts were obtained only after 
exhaustive search. How 
many more have paid the penalty of 
the mad race for unearned profit can- 
not even be guessed. Most men will 
not confess that they have been fools; 
to say nothing of admitting that they 
lost their own money trying to cheat 
somebody else. So the full extent of 
the frauds will never be known. 

The operations of the gang extended 


| even to a Boston judge, it is learned, 


and he was induced to descend from 
the bench, where he was supposed to 
administer justice and where he had 
often sentenced poor, unfortunate 
petty criminals, to try to cheat a set 
of gamblers. Result, he lost $4000, a 
year’s honest salary. 

From the evidence gathered, one of 
the greatest swindles ever known in 
Boston is exposed. A gang includ- 
ing nearly a score of Boston sports 
has worked right and left, taking 
thousands of dollars from gullible 
men—merchants, bank employes, pro- 
fessional men and others. 

The gape of swindlers is said to 
have had an office on Beacon street. 
Here it was that the intended victims 
were taken to be instructed in the 
part they were supposed to play in 
the breaking of the New York bank. 
Since Wednesday the office has been 
vacant and the men whose names 
have been mentioned as members of 
the gang have been noticeably absent 
from their customary resorts. 

The get-rich plan is attributed to 
Martin Walsh, a man of world-wide 
reputation, who is a resident of Mel- 
rose, when he is at home. His right- 
hand man or chief steerer is presented 
in the person of William Keliher, 
known as “Big Bill,” a good looking,

NATIONAL HOME 
“FOR THE THEATER 


Scheme fo Better the Drama 
and Help Actors. 


VAST STRUCTURE TO BE BUILT 


Actors’ Fund of America to Put Up 
Building In New York For Housing 
Varied Co-operative Charitable and 
Business Stage Enterprises. 


Actors’ Fund of America, announced 
the other day a project involving phi- 
lanthropy, business and an Investment 
of at least $500,000 which may go far 
toward revolutionizing the dramatic 
profession in the United States. Man- 
agers, players and to a considerable 
extent the public will all be affected 
to a great degree by the consummation 
of the plan. 

The plan involyes the erection of a 
half million doar structure near Cen- 
tral Park South, in New York city, 
which will not only house what may 
be described as the “United Charities” 
of the three alligd professions—the 
drama, music and the fine arts—but 
also a noncommercial theater for the 
testing of new plays,'a general book- 
ing agency, meeting rooms for actors 
and managers and the business offices 
of an old age pension fund. Of the 
various brauches of the great work 
planned this last part of thé general 
plan and the national booking agency 
will touch most directly upon the ac- 
tors, for at present they have to give 
anywhere from 10 per cent to 50 per 
cent of their salaries to the private 
agencies, 

To Cost Half a Million. 

In discussing the vast project Mr. 
Frohman said that, while two years 
ago the plan was hailed as wildly 


visionary by leading members of the . 


profession, they have now all come to 
see its practicability, eyen necessity. 

*We hope to begin operations by 
nex$ fall,” he continued. “We expect 
to clear at least $200,000 at the coming 
Actors’ fund fair to be held in the 
Seventy-tirst. Regiment armory, New 
York, during the week of May 9 A 
good share of this must go to the 
fund itself. which is sadly in need of 
repletion, but the rest should be used 
for this vast philanthropic scheme 
from which investment an income can 
be procured. 

“It will take a very large structure 
to house so many interests, and it will 
hot cost less than $508,000. We do 
not believe that there will be any diffi- 
culty in raising tis sum through the 
fair, benefits and’ donations, as sey- 
eral of our wealthiest philanthropists 
have already promised their support. 


Scope of Vast Enterprise. 

“One whole floor will be given to the 
‘United Charities’ of the three profes- 
sions. Youth is the ebief asset of 
most of the vaudeville players, sing- 
ers, chorus. giris, and» especially the 
hundreds of art mode's; As a rule, 
when these people are deprived of 
their means of livelihood the outside 
charitable organizations give them a 
chilly reception. ‘he Actors’ Fund of 
America cannot cope with all our own 
poverty, und the other organizatious 
are even harder pushed. With all 
these charities under one roof much 
more can be accomplished. 

“Supplementing this is an old age 
pension fund, whereby the members 
of the profession themselves can pro- 
vide against want in oid age. 

“A great national tleatrical ex- 
change, which will do away witb in- 
dividual booking offices and the big 
fees they exact for engagements of 
only a week or a month, will occupy 
one more floor. It will be a good thing 
for the manager and also for the actor, 
who will no longer have to tramp from 
office to office. It will also protect 
the actor from unscrupulous managers 
and dubious, questionable places of 
amusement, This is particularly nec- 
essary for the art models. ‘The Art 
Workers’ club is deing much noble 
work to protect these beautiful young 
women, and our national organization 

| would extend that work even further. 
To Aid Young Playwrights. 

“Another floor will be devoted to 
the development of the native drama 
Failures jn the last two years have 
been very frequent. To minimize the 
risk of failure we will have a small 

theater to seat about 300 persons 
where new plays may be tried out 
without going to the expense of col- 
lecting @ company, preparing costly 
scenery and going out ou the road for 
a trial. There will be plenty of stage 
people in the building who will be glad 
to give some spare time to this tryout. 
It will also make it easy for young 
authors to get a trial for their plays 
and a thorough hearing from the man- 
agers. 

“There would also be lecture rooms 
on this floor, where critics and pro- 
feasors of dramatic literature would 
be invited to déliver addresses on top- 
ics of interest to the profession and 
the public.” 

The club features of the plan com- 
prise a big meeting room for the pro- 
fession, a restaurant with reasonable 
prices and a library.

STRING EMBROIDERY, 


Charming Results Obtained With 
Extremely Primitive Materials. 


SMART DRESS TRIMMINGS. 


The Sewing Necessary Is Simply Satin 
Stitch— Shading Obtained With 
Darker Linen For Applique znd Light 
String For Outline Cord. 


Of the new embroideries and fancy 
stitches which have been evolved bj 
the sudden revival of artistic necdle- 
work astonishing results ure offered 
by the deft handling of such primitive 
materials as coarse Jinen and common 
String. 

At a recent exbibition held in Paris 
by the Salon des Artistes Francais the 
greatest piece of attraction was with- 
out doubt the mugniticent portiere. 
cushion covers and dress trimmings 
exhibited by a woman artist. 

This artist—for, indeed, it requires 
the soul of an artist to produce such 
work—showed what could be done witb 
these rough and ordinury materials. 
By the clever manipulation of a piece 
of coarse Iinen and a bal! of string

beautiful landscapes are 
Country scenery, sea wayes und the 


picture of a cottage were exhibited as) 


a result of the clever invention. 

The artistic taste of the worker is 
brought into full play, as the color ot 
the work is necessarily grayish fawn, 
and talent and a sense of benuty are 
needed to create the ‘beautiful and 
simple lines which harmonize with the 
materials employed. A drawing is 
traced on a foundation of linen in the 
usual way, and after the linen has 
been well stretched on a frame the 
outlines already traced are followed 
with different strings, which are 
couched and stitched down, thickest 
strings being used for the outside of 
the large conventional designs, flowers, 
leaves, etc., while the weining of the 
leaves, the inside of the tlowers, and 
the shading of the general design Is 
worked by the thinner strings. ‘The 
sewing necessary is simple satin stitch, 
always remembering to cross the cord 
at right angles and at regular inter- 
although sometimes buttonhole 
stitch is used by reason of the firmer 
edge it gives to the work. 

Shading is obtained by using darker 
tones of tinen for the appliques end a 
lighter shade of string fur the outline 
cord. . 

The cushion illustrated represents a 
chirming pattern of umbelliferous 
flowers, among which a spider has 
woven its web, the thin threads of 
which decorate lightly the widdle of 
the design, leaving the finportant part 
of the work on the border. 

The conventional scrolls of the cor- 
ners are worked iv applique, llguter 
pieces of linen being cut into Sbape 
and placed on the foundation. Theve 
pieces of linen ure cut with very sharp 
scissors, as the linen has a great tend 
ency to fray, and secured in position on 
the work by steel plus stuck through 
in au upright position and then firmly 
tacked. 

To cover the raw edge of the linen 
applique and to form a bold outline 
couched fine cord is used, but when 
doing work of this Kind great care 
must be taken In stitching this tine 
cord so as to grip the raw edge of the 
applique sutiiciently to geep it down, 
yet not enough to allow it to show un- 
der the cord outside the line of the de- 
sign. The cord must be sewed down 
with very fine linen thread of exactly 
the same color, beginning from right 
to Jeft and from outside the outline in- 


| ward. the cord being held fu such a 


Way as to keep it even. 

The fine veining of the leaves in the 
cushion is done ip dark, five string, 
the stems of the unbelliferous fiowers 
and the spider web In couched cord of 
different shades und thicknesses. A 
charming touch of novelty is given bs 
some of the flowers worked in white 
string. each little petal being done in 
Q French knot. the spider being em 
broidered in raised satin stitch.

MAIL BAGS FOR CLOTHING. 


Where Some of “United States Govern- 
ment’s Property Goes. 

Tnited States mail bags are used tp 
some foreign countries as material 
for clothing, for saddlecloths aud for 
packs on wules. This curious fuct 


was developed by an investigation into. 


the circumstance of a steerage passen- 
ger who arrived at New Orleaus a few 
weeks ugo huving her belongings care- 
fully tucked away in a mail bag of 
the United States. The woman came 
from Guatemala, Her belougings were 
seized by the customs cfilicers, and she 
Was deiained. She explained that she 
acquired the mail bag in Guatemula. 
where it was on sale, not knowing 
that she was committing any wrong. 
After an examination she was dis- 
missed. 

It is shown by the records of the 
postoffice department that a large num- 
ber of mail bags in which foreigu 
mail is sent disappear each year, but 
it is impossible to keep u detinite truce 
of them. Diplomatic representatives 
of the government have reported from 
time to time that the material used in 
United States mail bags frequently is 
found iu possession of natives of coun- 
tries like those of Guatemala. The 
loss sustained by the United States 
through the disappearance of mail 
bags, however, is comparatively small, 
not exceeding probably 150 a year.

= TAFT'S BILLS 


TO BE PUSHED 


Country to Be Shown a Fim 
and Progressive Policy 


Washington, March, 2. 
Taft has clasped hands with the Re- 
| publican leaders of congress over a 
plan to put through his legislative 
program. A final conference was held 
at the White House Tuesday, attend- 
ed by Attorney General Wickersham, 
Senators Aldrich and Crane, and 
Speaker Cannon, at which it was de- 
cided that the railroad, the postal 
savings bank and two conservation 
bills should be pressed for passage, 
with all the power at the command of 
the Republican party. 

The railroad bill will be taken up 


| In the senate, when the postal bank 


bill is through, and the conservation 
measures will follow. It is hoped that 
the house meantime wil! get its ap- 
propriation bills out of the way and 
thns give a clear field for the admin- 
{stration measures. The Alaskan Dill 
is hopelessly pigeon-holed. Arizona 
/ and New Mexico statehood may be 
compelled to await action at a future 
legisla- 
tion, along the line of the Moon bill, 
will be neither pressed nor resisted. 
Although such a law is earnestly de- 
sired by the president, some of the 
leaders fail to see any special advant- 
age at this time fn stiffening the law 
controlling the courts. 

Under no circumstances, as at pres- 
ent constituted, will congress agree 
to such an anti-injunction measure as 
President Gompers wants, while the 
Moon bill does nothing more than 
standardize the best existing practice. 
Should the Moon Dill be sent along, 
the leaders would willingly vote for 
it. 

The White House conference fol- 
lowed one held Monday, when the 
differences over the postal savings 
bank were adjusted. This was per- 
haps the most serious situation con- 
fronting the administration, for the 
Root and Smoot amendments to the 
bill appeared irreconcilable. Sena- 
tor Root now withdraws his amend- 
ment, which would direct the money

Do not give children 
castoria or an lavative 
without the advice of a physician. Do 
not give soothing syrup, paregoric or 
any other anodyne or hypnotic’ or 
quieting medicine to your child except 
by the advice of your phyeician. They 
are only temporary in their effects and 
very harmful. They will ruin his ner- 


vous system, destroy his digestion and

‘Find the cause of distress 
rather then hush the noise, 
All medicines and drugs in 


selves are harmful. They are like two

edged-swords and cut both ways. They 
are given by the physicians for very 
definite purposes, and as the lesser of 
two evils, and the harm they are apt 
to do receives his careful considera- 
tion.

THE DEPOSED DALA! LAMA. 


| Bide Lights on Former Head of Tibetan 


Government and Religion. 
The personal history of the dalai 
lama, former head of the Tibetan gov- 


| ernment, recently deposed for the sec- 


ond time by the Chinese government 
for endeavoring to enlist the support 
of Russia and Great Britain in op- 
posing China’s sovereignty and organ 
izing a general revolt, is shrouded ir 
mystery. His family name even fs 
unknown, and only the most meanger 
details have come to light regarding 
this man who long ruled the only the- 
ocratiec country in the world. 

The title “dalai lama” means “ocean 
priest.” For more than four centuries 
the bearer of the title has been the 
supreme ruler of Tibet and the head 
of the Buddhist faith. He is regard- 
ed as a reincarnation of the founder 
of that religion. 

When the British expedition under 
Colonel Younghusband in 1904 pene- 
trated the hitherto nie City of 
Lassa the dalai lama, or “Buddhist 
pope,” was facing a revolt of his fol- 
lowers, brought about by 4is policy of 
domineering insolence toward the oth- 
er lamas. He fied on the approtich of 
the British and was forcibly deposed 
by the Chinese. Later he returned to 
the Tibetan capital and thence jour- 
neyed into China with an enormous 
caravan, penetrating as far as Pekin 
and being acclaimed by the Buddhist 
population along his line of march. 

The Pekin authorities received him 
with courtesy, but gave him to under- 
stand that they would be glad if he 
went back to Tibet and attended to 
This the dalai lama 
did, but China’s fear of internal strife 
and possible revolt against her author 
ity in Tibet led her to send a force 
thither to uphold her power. 
lal lama then fled toward India.

BEN TILLMAN OF 


Odd Experience With a Sen- 
ate Page. -:- -:- 9 -:-

OUTH CAROLINA has been rep 
resented in the United States 
senate by many notable men 
among the number having beeu 
John C. Calhoun and Robert Young 
Hayne, who debated with Webster, 
but of them all there was no more pic 
turesque figure than Benjamin Ryan 
Tillman, Senator Tillman was born in 
Edgefield county, S. C., on Aug. 11, 
1847. He was educated in an academy 
and left school to join the Confederate 
army in the summer of 1864. <A se 
vere illness that resulted in the loss 
of an eye prevented him from going tc 
the front and kept him an invalid for 
two years. He became a farmer ana 
took no part in politics until the Farm 
ers’ Alliance became active in the 
state. In 1886 he started an agitation 
for industrial education, which result 
ed in the establishment of the Clemson 
Agricultural and Mechanical college at 
Calhoun’s old home, Fort Hill. In 
1890 he was elected governor as the 
farmers’ candidate and was re-elected 
in 1892. The two chief achievements 
of his administrations were the pas 
sage of the liquor dispensary law anu 
the establishment of the Winthro 
Normal and Industrial College For 
He was elected to the senate 
in 1895 and re-elected in 1901 and 1907. 
When he entered the body he was 
known as a radical and was called the 
“pitchfork” senator. Of recent years 
however, he has had the entire respect 
of his colleagues of all parties and ha. 
been regarded as one of the really 
great figures of the senate. 

Senator Tillman was but two years 
old when his father died, being the 
youngest of seven sons. His uncle, 
John Tillman, was a man of strong 
intellectual qualities and a constant,

loqguy with Senator Bailey of Texas. 
Senator Warren of Wyoming slipped 
up stealthily, extracted a bottle from 
the pocket in the tail of Tillman's 
coat, uncorked it, smelled of its con 
tents with an appearance of intense 
appreciation and then restored it to 
its original position. The senate was 
convulsed, but the South Carolinian 
was unconscious of the pantomime 
and went on with his speech.

Samples of His Wit. 


Without a moment's thought Till- 
man rose in his seat and said benign 
ly: 

“T don’t want to magnify a trivial 
matter, but I learn that a friend has 
taken advantage of my preoccupation 
to examine a bottle which I am carry- 
ing in my coat pocket. Now, in order 
that there may be no misapprehenslor 
and that I may not be considered in 
hospitable and perhaps selfish I will 
state that the bottle contains a solu- 
tion of boracic acid, a throat lotion 
placed in my pocket by Mrs. Tillman 
with the admonition to use it fre 
quently.

“The last one I saw,” said Tillman, 
“represented me as riding the donkey, 
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careful and discriminating reader. 
He collected a large library, and he 
was of the kind that profusely an- 
notated his books. Even when his 
nephew, Ben, was a small lad his 
uncle picked him out as the one who 
would most likely conserve and ad- 
vance the TiJlman name, and to him 
he bequeathed this library. Inherit 
ing his uncle’s tastes and his mental 
abilities, as well as this large library, 
the boy became a close student ot 
those books. 


How He Lost an Eye.

Washington, March 3.—That John | 
D. Rockefeller plans to spend his’ 
millions on a still greater scale than 
ever in the cause of education, char- 
ity and other beneficent objects, was 
made clear when Senator Gallinger 
introduced a bill to incorporate “The 


| Rockefeller Foundation,” which will 
have headquarters in Washington. 


The ineorporators are John D. 
Rockfeller, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
Fred T. Gates, Starr J. Murphy and 
Charles O. Hedyt. The organization 
will be a rival to the Carnegie Foun- 
dation, which is established to pen- 
sion teachers and advance the cause 
of education. 

The Rockefeller Foundation will 
have for its object the promotion of 
“all of the elements of human prog- 
ress,” including education and char- 
ity. Rockefeller has already spent 
$52,000,000 through the general edu- 
cation board. He proposes to go still 
deeper into the matter of giving for 


‘Y | causes that will uplift civilization. 


“Mr. Rockefeller proposes to spend 
his millions on a scale equalled by no 
other living man,” said Gallinger. 

The bill introduced by Gallinger 
was referred to the senate district 
committee. It will be taken up at 
an early date and will probably be 
passed. The bill thus sets forth the 
wide scope of the objects of the cor-| 
poration: 

“To promote the well-being and to) 
advance the civilization of the people 
of the United States and its territories 
and possessions and of foreign lands 
in the acquisition and dissemination of 
knowledge; in the prevention and re- 
lief of suffering, and in the promo- 
tion of any and all the elements of 
human progress.” 

From all that can be learned, 
Rockefeller intends to undertake the 


|} advancement of charitable, philan- 
' thropical and, educational movements 
on a scale he has never’ before 


equalled and which no other multi- 
millionaire has approached. His war 
on the hookworm in the south is an’ 
illustration of his purpose. 

It is declared that Rockefeller in- 
tends to give away most of his mil- 
lions while he lives and that the 
Rockefeller Foundation will be the

Chelsea, Mass., March 3.—The 
licensing board of Chelsea has pro- 
vided a set of rules as regards the 
manner in which saloons must be run 
by preprietors when those allotted 
the conduct of such business open up 
on May 1. 

Every saloon must provide a man, 
whose duty it will be to announce to 
the patrons the approach of certain 
street cars. No license will be given 
a hotel. Women will not be given 
licenses, neither will they be served 
with liquors, and only one line of 
men will be allowed to stand at the 
respective bars. This means that 
if patronage is good those behind will 
be unable to get what they call for 
until the thirsty fronting them have 
been served and depart. 

The laws, according to Chairman 
Lawrence, are the strictest in New 
England.

Brunswick’s “Jim Biudsoe” 

St. John, March 3.—William 
Whelpley, the “Jim Bludsoe” of the 
St. John river, died at his home here. 
Whelpley distinguished himself 
through his bravery when the river 
steamboat David Weston was burned 
several years ago. 

The steamer, a passenger craft, 
caught fire on the trip down the river 
from Fredericton. Whelpley, who 
was the wheelsman of the steamer, 
stuck to his post while the flames 
raged around him until he beached 
the burning steamer. 

Most of the passengers and crew 
were saved by Whelpley’s act, al- 
though nine lives were lost. Whelp- 
ley never recovered from the shock 
of this experience.

Boston, March 3.—District Attor- 
ney Pelletier and one of his assist- 
ants, Thomas Lavalle, have started 
an investigation of the operations of 
faro men in Boston, to get evidence 
on that or any similar “bunco” games 
in Suffolk county. If the evidence 
warrants, it will be presented before 
the grand jury. 

Among those requested to appear 
before the district attorney and who 
responded during yesterday after- 
noon, to give such aid as they could 
in the investigation, were President 
John M. Graham of the International 
Trust company, A. Tomfohrde, res- 
taurant keeper; D. M. gristol of 
Winthrop; Fred J. Daggett, repre- 
senting as counsel a man who Is sup- 
posed to have been a victim of the 


faro gang: J. F. Nowell, Charles 
Beatty, Max Ratshesky, Daniel L. 
, White, a music publisher; C. A. 


White, a Winthrop laundryman; An- 
drew J. Granara, a Boston under- 
|taker, and John Cronin, counsel for 
| George W. Coleman. 

The district attorney announced be- 
fore starting the investigation that 
he would take as much time as was 
necessary to sift the matter thor- 
oughly. If, through the witnesses 
who appear before him, he learns of 
men who have been the victims of 
swindlers, but who have not yet been 
requested to appear before him, he 
will ask them to appear, and if they 
do not willingly he will issue. sum- 
monses. 

Mr. Graham was the first to be 
questioned. The district attorney 
asked him if he knew several of the 
persons who were named, but he 
declared that he was not acquainted 
with any of them; that the district 
attorney must have mistaken him for 
another man. 

Mr. Pelletier’s action was taken on 
his own initiative after reading the 
stories which have been published 
within the past few days regarding 
the extensive harvest reaped by clever 
crooks hereabouts. There are plenty 
of evidences that the police depart- 
|ment assistants assigned to him were 
given the word beforehand and are al- 
ready actively engaged in getting in- 
formation. 

Some twelve or fifteen names of 
victims or men who were actually ap- 
proached by the swindlers with a view 
te catching them for good sums have 
been obtained by the district attorney. 
Among them are several of business 
and professional men who are pretty 
well known abot the city. 

The district attorney's office has 
decided that it will attempt to prose- 
cute the Swindlers, provided, of 
coupse, that evidence sufficient to 
Warrant such a proceeding is forth- 
|coming, under the general statutes 

| against conspiracy to defraud.  Al- 
|ready the office has ample evidence 
of larcenies having been committed 
‘by the faro gang, but, unfortunately, 
they took place in New, York and only 
the preliminary arrangements of the 
conspiracy were perfected In this 
| city. 

The gang prepared their victims 
for the slaughter, se to speak, be- 
fore they left Boston; then they took 
them to New York and there con- 


summated the plans by getting away 


with their money.

Split In the Party 


Beverly, Mass., March 3.—‘“I am 
absolutely convineed that the up- 
permost wish In Mr. Taft's mind to- 
day is that Speaker Cannon should 
announee his retirement and thus 
avoid a split in the party,” was one 
sentence of a speech by Congressman 
Gardner here last night that was re- 
ceived with cheers and howls of de- 
light from 200 members of the Bev- 
erly Republican club at their annual 
banquet. 

Congressman Gardner, who was 
called to the chair to preside by 
Speaker Cannon only a few days ago, 
came to’ Beverly from Washington to 
attend the dinner, and a considerable 
part of his time was devoted to an 
attack on the speaker. 

“Mr. Cannon is a politician of a 
type that is passing away,” continued 
the speaker. “He is scrupulously 
from the financial point of 
view, and he is determined and cour- 
ageous. If he were not he would not 
have been returned to congress again 
and again. 

“On the other hand, his mind, 
doubtless from age, has lost its 
plasticity, und is quite impervious to 
the views of modern thought. He Is 
intolerant by nature, and self-willed 
to a degree that is unbearable in a 
man clothed with such transcendent 
power. <A rugged type of man, I ad-' 
mit, but utterly unsuited for the con- 


| trol of the house of representatives at 


times like the present. In times of 
great stress Jt might be that rules 
be necessary suppressing the 
liberty of members, just as martial 
law must be proclaimed in times of 
great distress. 

“Those of us that are banded to- 
gether under the name of insurgents 
have two obiects in view.

TRAINING FOR UMPIRES. 


Few Suggestions Made For 
Benefit of Arbitrators. 

The suggestion that the um- 
pires go south like the ball play- 
ers and get in shape for the big 
league season has brought forth 
the following from one of the 
fans who doesn’t overlook any- 
thing: 

“In this circuit next season an 
arbitrator is going to need to 
step the half mile in about fifty-

Postal Savings Bank Bill 


Washington, March 7.—Dividing 


upon party lines the senate passed 


the administration postal savings bank 
bill, by a vote of 50 to 22, the Repub- 
licans voting unanimously for it, All 
the negative vites were cast by Demo- 
crats, Senator Chamberlain of Ore- 
gon being the only Democrat in favor 
of the measure. 

As it goes to the house, the Dill 
authorizes the various money order 
postoffices to accept sums of $1 or 
more from depositors and to deposit 
these sums ix the local banks, where 
the money is to remain unless with- 
drawn by the president in case of war 
or other exigency. 

In case of this withdrawal the 
funds are to be invested in govern- 
ment securities, but with the proviso 
that such securities shall not draw 
less than 24% percent interest. The 
control of the funds is vested in a 
board of composed of the 
postmaster general, the secretary of 
the treasury and the attorney gen- 
eral. 

The aggregate balance allowed any 
depositor is $500 and no person is 
permitted to deposit more than $100 
in any one month. The government 
is required to pay 2 percent interest 
and must exact not less than 24% per- 
cent from the banks, the extra quar- 
ter of 1 percent being required for the 
payment of expenses and losses. 

It is calculated that such a 
would bring much money out of hid- 
ing and result in a fund ranging all 
the way from $500,000,000 to $1,000,- 
ooo O00, 

The passage of the bill is, with the 
exception of the tariff bill, the first 
great administration measure to go 
through the senate and is a distinct 
victory for the administration and in- 
cidentally a greater personal triumph 
for Secretary Meyer, for ft was Meyer 
who began the campaign for postal 
tavings banks and kept it going. 

It was the influence exercised by 
the president that put the bill through 
the senate. It was not intended there 
that the bill should become a law 
when it was first introduced. Senator 
Aldrich publicly announced 
Was opposed to its passage at this 
time and thought that it would be 
wisdom to defer the creation of a 
banking system until the 
commission had made its

TRANSOCEAN AIR LINE. 


German Aviator Says He'll Sail Over 
From Ireland With Passengers. 
Karl Leps, a German aviator who 
professes to have made more than 2U0 
ascents in the last two years in Ger- 
many and in one of which he was 
three days and nights in the air with 
seven men, arrived at New York re- 
cently from Hamburg. He did not 
bring bis airship with him, He said 
he merely came to select a site to drop 
on when he flew across from Ireland. 

That was all be required now. 

In describing his airship Mr. Leps 
said that it measured 7,800 cubic me- 
ters and the basket where the avia- 
tors sat had fifty cubic feet of space 
for passengers, In his opinion the At- 
lantic steamships are doomed. He ex. 
| pects to make bis experiment in April 

from Valentia, Ireland, to St. John’s, 
| N. F., with eight men in the airship. 
; and by uext December, he says, there 

will be an airship carrying seventy 
passengers flying across the ocean at 
an average speed of fifty miles an bour. 
| “Zeppelin’s airship has 300 horse- 
| power, and Gross’ airship has the 
| same amount, but nuine has 866 borse- 
power, with eight motors,” said he. 

“The airship will rest easily on the 

water when necessary, but I expect 

to make the trip across from Ireland 
to Newfoundland in April, 1,600 miles, 
without a stop.” 


Shooting Jack Rabbits. 

| “Jack rabbits in Kansus are just as 
} pumerous as they were the day the 
first covered wagon 
toward the Rocky mountains,” said a 
Kansas farmer. “It appeurs to me 
| they are galloping around in greater 
numbers than ever. Did you ever try 
to exterminate a jack rabbit: If you 
never did you've something to learn 
about shooting. 

“A jack rabbit's movement starts 
with a spring In the air. He lands 
op all fours, pnd the intervening space 
from the time he jumps and the time 
he lights is just about nothing, but be 
covers from ten to fifteen feet with 
every jump. ‘There's only one way to 
take 'em alive and that is to leave the 
top off a pasture well overnight. Nex! 
morning there'll be plenty, because 
jack rabbits will jump into any kind 
of a hole that's open. They seein to 
have a fondness for dried out welis 
They outgin the average dog witb 
ease, but can’t beat the greyhound 
Shooting them on the run is as difi- 
cult as shooting birds on the wing. 
possibly more difficult. Possibly 25,000 
are killed in Kansas every year, and 
yet they seem just as numerous as 
ever.”—St. Paul Dispatch.

WONDERFUL DEVICES USé=d. 


Mechanical Inventions For Portraying 
Characters In Amazing Drama Are 


Acme of Stage Wizardry—ingenious | 


Method of Representing Watchdog 
and Owls. 


The secrets of the production of Ea- 

mond Rostand’s satiric drama “Cban- 
' tecler” at the Porte St. Martin theater, 

in Paris, are out. The revelation of 
the ingenuity displayed in making*%it 
possible to produce this drama of the 
barnyard, with all its animal person- 
ages in perfection of makeup and ac- 
tion, makes the achievement seew only 
more remarkable than when the mere 
fulfillment was disclosed at the open- 
ing performance. 

Simple astonishment was the first 
sensation of the audience at the veri- 
similitude of the barnyard characters. 
But no one knew how it had been 
done. The company of actors and ac- 
tresses of the Porte St. Martin appear- 


ed as roosters and hens and even 
chicks; there were owls and black-' 
birds, ducks, geese, rabbits, frogs, 


pheasants and guinea hens, a peacock 
and turkeys and the farm watchdog. 
How was it done? 


Months of Preparation. 

The thing took months of prepara- 
tion, and the difficulties to be overcome 
were innumerable and without prece- 
dent. Each character of the drama 
has to have 4 separate device invented 
in order that its impersonation should 
become possible. Each difficulty was 
overcome in turn. One of the most dif- 
ficult of the characters to portray so 
tbat verisimilitude should be retained 
was that of the watchdog Patou. No 
actor could go through a whole play 
on all fours and go on doing any act- 
ing after the first fifteen minutes. 
Something had to be done to give the 
actor an unright position and still have 
a four legged dog. 

The device invented for this charac- 
ter, remarkably well played by Jean 
Coquelin, while it permitted him to 
stand upright, still made it necessary 
for him to mind his p's an dq's dur- 
ing the whole course of the play's ac- 
tion. The dog represented is a shep- 
herd, and the vertical height from 
head to fore feet is that of a man. Co- 
quelin in this stood up, his head with- 
in the casing of the dog's head, but he 
was compelled to bold bis arms slight- 
ly backward and his palms turned in 
the same direction. In each hand he 
held one end of a steel wire, running 
over tiny pulleys down the inner side 
of the hind legs to just below the mid- 
dle joint. Whenever he started to 
walk with his own legs he suited the 
action of the dog’s hind legs to his 
own by means of the wires, 

Wonderful Devices. 

Of course the kennel for Patou was 
of corresponding size. This scale was 
maintained for all the scenery, and to 
earry out the idea of scale features 
were introduced in each to emphasize 
it. The cage for the supposed pet 
blackbird of the farmbouse was as 
large as a human prisoner's cell, while 
an old shoe, supposedly belonging to 
the farmer and left in the barnyard, 
was of huge dimensions. Everything 
was of the size that it would appear to 
be to the animals of the scene. 

While the mechanism devised for 
Patou was ingenious, that for the owls 
Was a masterstroke of stage invention. 
The owl, it will be remembered, does 
not walk, but hops, both feet at a 
time. Moreover, it is wuch smaller 
‘n size than the rooster. Here were 
:wo difficulties, and this is bow they 
were overcome: 

A wooden seat was built for the 
actor, so that his feet and a projecting 
board at right angles to the seat should 
just touch the ground. The back board 
was carved and covered with owl 
feathers and became the tail of the 
owl, which in nature just reaches as 
low as the owl's feet. The rest of 


the back board propped the actor's 
back. After fitting on the ow! make- 


up he, seated, was able to hop witb- 
out mucl~discomfort, bis height was 
materially reduced and when not in 
motion he could rest easily in a sit- 
ting posture. 

How the Owls Worked. 

The actors playing the parts of the 
owls had their faces covered with the 
owl bead, but those playing the parts 
of all the fowl and birds had their 
inakeup so arranged as to permit of 
their own human faces appearing be- 
low the beak. This, apparently incon 
gruous, in actual representation added 
but to the piquancy of the effect. 

The scene in the barnyard is filled 

with chickeus continuously. The rep- 
resentation of these also presented 
considerable difficulty. One of these 
difficulties was the tail feathers. In 
order to-appear pvatural the tail feathe 
ers should be almost as high as the 
head. For the nouspeaking parts it 
Was arranged so that the actors should 
stand upright. with their heads hid- 
den ip the tail feathers and eyeholez 
‘Invisible to the audience. The heads 
of the fowl were flexible and were 
moved at will, particularly for scratch- 
ing for worms. The chief speaking 
parts among the fowl had devices for 
moving the tall feathers. Children 
took the parts of the chicks. 
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A WOMAN BAKES 


New Recipe Tested by Commis- 
sary Department. 


WILL KEEP INDEFINITELY IF DRY 


Claim Made For Bread Baked From 
Formula Devised by Wife of Adiron- 
dack Guide—Officers Believe It Will 
Prove of Greatest Value to the United 
States Army. 


» 

Mrs. Jacob Wetmore, wife of a guide 
in the Adirondacks, is the inventor of 
a new bread recipe which army officers 
of the commissary department at 
Washington believe will prove of the 
greatest importance to the United 
States army. The bread, called “hard 
bread for campers’ use,” appears to 
last indefinitely when baked according 
to Mrs. Wetmore’s instructions and 
likewise has the advantage of being as 
healthful, crisp and tasteful as the 
French breads. 

Brigadier General Henry G. Sharpe, 
commissary general of the army, has 
had several tests made at Fort Riley 
and in California. With the added in- 
genuity of the army bakers the finish 
ed products, which are being forward- 
ed to the war department, give prom- 
ise that the United States army will 
soon be on an equal footing with for- 
eign armies so far as this important 
ration is concerned. 


Lighter the Batter Gets the Beéicr. 

Early last November Brigadier Gen- 
eral Sharpe’s attention was first 
brought to Mrs. Wetmore’s recipe. It 
was forwarded by P. L. Hudson of 
New York. Here is the recipe: 

“Make a sponge about 3 or 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon by adding a cake of 
yeast foam (which has previously been 
softened in a little water) to a batter 
made of a tablespoonful of mashed po- 
tato and a pint of water in which the 
potato has been boiled, with sufficient 
good bread flour stirred in so that the 
batter will drop from the spoon, not 
run as a liquid. Let this rise in a 
warm place after giving It a good 
beating until about 9 or 10 o'clock at 
hight (the lighter it gets the better), 
then add a pint of lukewarm water, a 
teaspoonful of salt, a tablespoonful of 
sugar and a bit of lard the size of a 
hickory nut, though the bread will be 
as good perhaps if this is omitted. 

Cut Into Squares Like Cookies. 

“If a bread mixer is used, put ali 
these ingredients into it and add three 
quarts of tlour, measured before sift- 
ing, first deducting therefroin the 
amount used in making the sponge ip 
the afternoon; mix or, if a mixer is 
not used, knead with the hands until 
when poked with the finger tip it 
seems elastic and does not stick to 
the finger. Cover and let rise over 
hight in a warm place (75 degrees), 
and in the morning turn out on a board 
and pound with the back of an ax for 
twenty minutes, working in ali the 
flour you possibly can. Then roll out 
about an inch thick with a rolling pin 
aud cut into squares of about two 
inches, place on a greased baking 
sheet, such as cookies are baked on, 
and let rise until nearly twice their 
height, or until very light. 

“Bake about half an hour in a mod 
erately hot oven and then leave in a 
warming oven or about the stove 
somewhere to dry out thoroughly for 
a day or two.’ Keep in a dry place, 
ana when wanted to use roll one over 
once or twice in cold water, drain 
carefully from one corner, place on a 
plate aud in a short time it will puff 
up mucb Jarger and seem like freshly 
baked bread. THis bredd will keep in 
definitely if kept perfectly dry.” 


A GILDER MEMORIAL. 


Fund Proposed For Civic and Political 
Research. 

A movement has been started for the 
creation of a permanent memorial to 
Richard Watson Gilder. ‘The plan ts 
undertaken by a committee of forty- 
five members, of which A. S. Frissell 
is treasurer. It is proposed to rise 
a fund of $100,000 to be known As the 
“Richard Watson Gilder fund for the 
promotion of good citizenship.” The 
aim is “to perpetuate and realize his 
lofty ideals of civie patriotism and to 
continue the efforts for the improve 
ment of the conditions of civic life 
which constituted so large a part of 
his own work.” 

The plan is to intrust the fund to 
Columbixz university, the income to be 
useti for the support of several fellow- 
ships for the pursuit of social aud po- 
litical sciences aud for practical civic 
work. Holders of the fellowships will 
be known as Gilder fellows and must 
devote themselves to the investigation 
and study of actual political and social 
conditions here and abroad “with a 
view to securing more accurate and 
extensive knowlédge and to improving 
these conditions.” 


A Quaint Epitaph. 

Here is an epitaph which may be 
read in an English churecbyard attach- 
ed to Leamington church: 

“Here lies the body of Lady O'Loo- 
ney, great-piece of Burke, commonly;

LONG COAT IS DOOMED. 


The Narrow Shaped Skirt Also Gives

IS ANSWERED 


Former Senator Platt Dies 
Suddenly In New York 


"HAD BEEN SICK MANY YEARS 


| Mind Remained Active and He Was 
at His Office Every Working Day— 
Recognized as One of Country's 
Most Adroit and Powerful Politi- 
cians—Called a Leader by Friends 


| 


and Execrated by Enemies 


New York, March 7.—Thomas 


Collier Platt, from 1897 until last 
' year a United States senator from 
New York, died Sunday afternoon at 
the home of Gustave Abel, with whom 
he had lived for the past four years. 

The end was sudden and peaceful. 
The senator's last impression of: this 
earth was the sight of his three sons, 
his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Frank H. 
Platt; his grandson, Livingston Platt, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Abel, all of whom 
surrounded him as he passed away. 

Death was caused by chronic and 
acute Bright's disease, a malady from 
which Platt had suffered for fifteen 
years. 

Three-quarters of an hour before he 
expired he appeared to be in moderate 
health and in possession of all his 
faculties. 

Mr. Platt was president of the 
| United States Express company. 

Every working day he was at his of- 

fice and bore his years without 

hardship. He had planned to return 
to his work this morning as usual. 
With Platt’s death goes to his rest 
the last of the Republican’ barons. 
| To his friends he was a leader. To 
his enemies he was a boss. He was, 
perhaps, both. He typified all the 
arrogance of the old feudal lord, 
trampling out opposition with a ruth- 
less foot. He typified all the gentle- 
ness of the graciousness of the old 
seigneur, lavishing favors on his re- 


tainers and rewarding a_ kindness 
threefold. 

His lite contained in it much that 
was good, some that was bad and 


some that was unpleasant. He was a 
man of contradictions. He _ pos- 
sessed great strength and great weak- 
ness. He was frank and secretive. 
fie was broad and he was narrow. He 
was as brave as a lion, and yet some- 
time possessed only the courage of 
deception. 

His victories were always his own. 
He rose by his own efforts and he fell 
only when the infirmities of years 
descended on him, and then by the 
treachery of those he had made. 

He was withal a very great figure 
in New York state, where he was 
execrated by his enemies as few men 
have been. He wrote his name on 

' the history of his native state for a 

period covering nearly forty years, 
and when that can be said of a man 
it must be admitted that he had vir- 
| tues and that there were strong ele- 
ments in his character. 

Mr. Platt was born in Oswego, July 
15, 1835. He was educated in that 
school which believed “to the victors 
belonged the spoils” and he gloried in 
it. He came into polities in’ the days 
just after the war, when party spirit 
ran high. It was that spirit which 
made the stalwart and the half breed. 

Mr. Platt was one of the “306" at 
Chicago. He was the “me too” butt 
of the American humorist. No man 
had such ridicule to live down. No 
man faced greater humiliations. No 
man had reason to harbor more bit- 

No man had more 
implacable enemies. He lived the 
ridicule down; he faced the humflia- 
tions with a brave face. He kept 
alive or stifled his resentments as it 
suited him, but he punished his ene- 
mies when the time or the opportun- 
nity came.

POISONING 


Charged Against Hyde in In- 


dictments by Grand Jury 


Kansas City, March 7.—Dr. B. C. 
Hyde, husband of a niece of the late 
Colonel Thomas H. Swope, was in- 
dicted on thirteen counts in eleyen 
indictments returned by the grand 
jury which has been investigating the 
Swope mystery for the last three 
weeks. 

The indictments charge first de- 
| gree murder in connection with the 
deaths of Colonel Swope and of 
Chrisman Swope. Hyde is alleged to 
have given them strychnine tablets. 


One indictment accuses Hyde of man- | 


| slaughter in bleeding James M. Hun- 
ton, a cousin of Colonel Swope, in @ 
neglectful manner. 

The most surprising of all are the 
eight in connection with the alleged 
| poisoning of the Swope family and 
visitors and attendants of the Swope 
household. 

Dr. Hyde is accused in these in- 
dictments, which contain ten counts, 
of poisoning with typhoid germs, with 
intent to murder, Margaret Swope, 
Stella Swope, Lucy L. Swope, Nora 
B. Dicks6n, Georgia F. Compton, 
Mildred Fox and Leonora Copridge, 
a colored girl. All these persons 
were stricken with typhoid fever 
while Hyde was attending the Swope 
| family. 

Three counts in the indictment 
charge the poisoning of Miss Mar- 
garet Swope. The first count charges 
that he attempted to poison her by 
administering typhoid fever germs on 

or about Nov. 25. The second ac- 
| cuses him of trying to poison her by 


giving a hypodermic injection on Dec. 

12. In the third count he is alleged 

to have attempted poisoning on Dec. 
| 18 by giving her strychnine and other 
poisons. 

Dr. Hyde received the news of the 
indictment calmly. He affirmed his 
innocence, and said he was confident 
a jury would vindicate him. 

Disregarding *the advice of her at- 
torneys, Mrs. Logan O. Swope laid 
bare, while giving her deposition in 
the slander suit of her son-in-law, 
Dr. B. C. Hyde, the secrets of her 
| household for many years. 
| She told the story of the courtship 
of Hyde and of her belief that he had 
attempted to murder her relatives 
and at one time tried to poison her 
The charge that Hyde tried to poison 
Mrs. Swope is a new feature in the 
case. 

“On Dec. 12 last he brought me a 
glass of water that tasted bitter,” she 
said. “I drank some of it, and, notie- 
ing the peculiar taste, asked him 
where he got it.

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THE RECORD OF 
PIERRE P, GARVEN 


- New Jersey Prosecutor Who Is 
Fighting Beet Beef Trust. 


ONCE A RAILROAD LAWYER. 


Power of Man Who Has Had Members 
of National Packing Company In- 
dicted Is Known to Standard Oil. 
Fought Political Ring and Was Made 
a Mayor. 


Once among the humblest minions 
of a great corporation, Pierre P. Gar- 
ven, who, unaided, has taken up arms 
against one of the greatest combina- 
tions of capital in the world, the beef 
trust, has within a few days become 
a figure of national prominence. 

Wherever men gravely discuss the 
cost of living or inveigh against trusts 
the talk now turns to the young prose- 
cutor of the county of Hudson, N. J., 
who in Jersey City “doth now the 
trumpet blow for the giant’s over- 
throw.” 

He is thirty-seven years of age. His 
birthplace was the old town of Bay- 
onne, N. J., now chiefly known for 
the clouds of smoke by day and the 
pillars of flame by night which issue 
from the refineries of the Standard Oil 
company. 

The youth of the future “trust 
buster of Bayonne” was spent in bis 
native town,’ where he attended the 
public schools and obtained a good 
English education. He served for a 


| time as assistant freight agent and 


wag, then placed in the anditing de- 
partment of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey. While thus employed he 
spent his nights attending the law 
school of New York university and 
was finally admitted to the bar in his 
native state. After that he wus pro- 
moted to the law department of the 
road. 


Attacks Standard Oil. 

A Republican in politics, Mr. Gar- 
ven became deeply interested in the 
government of Buyonne, which he at- 
tacked as corrupt and under the dom- 
ination of a Democratie ring. It was 
{in this controversy, in which he be- 
came one of the leaders, that bis qual- 
ities as a fighter developed. A map 
of firm chin und broad forehead is Mr. 
Garven, and he has the pertinacity of 
the bulldog when his indignation is 


aroused, Vhen he threw down the 
gage of baftle to av administration 
that had ruled for years his friends 


said to him: 


“Pierre, my good young man, you 
ean’t do anything about all this. The 


combination you are‘going up against 
is much too big for you,” 

He lost in the first round and in the 
second sent the champion of the old 
order over the ropes and wag elected 


mayor. This was in 1905, and he has 
been a very active young man ever 
since. The Standard Oil company was 


paying fully one-third of the taxes of 
Bayonne. The young mayor got it 
into his bead that the corporation 
should pay more. He sent inspectors 
through the works, discovered prop- 
erty of value not accounted for and 
raised the appraisal from $7,500,000 to 
$13,000,000. This was subsequently 
reduced to $10,000,000, and the men 
who had been sneering at the young 
lawyer as quixotic and foolish began 
to suspect that, after all, he might be 
able to accomplish something. 
Chosen on His Record. 
He was not a “new idea” partisan, 
yet he was active in introducing econ- 
omies in the administration, especially 


| in the schools. 


Some of the things which he had 
heard about Mr. Garven resulted in 
Governor Fort of New Jersey appoint- 
ing him prosecutor for Hudson county. 
Mr. Fort said at the time: 

“I made this appointment not be- 
cause of my friendship for Mr. Gar- 
ven, but because | kuow of no other 
map ip the state more czpable of exe- 
cuting the duties of his office and of 
looking after the welfare of the com- 
munity.” 

Mr. Garven on his induction into of- 
fice fulfilled the expectations of the gov- 
efuor. Then, although, mind you, many 
of his advisers disapproved of so co- 
lossal a task, be began this fight against 
the National Packing company, alias 
the beef trust. which has branches ip 
every state in the Union and in every 
important city and town and does a 
business of $600,000,000 a year. 

Lover of Baseball. 

After be was gravely informed that 
no such thiug as the indictment of the 
directors of such a corporation could 
happen he saw to it that the grand 
jury of Hudson indicted twenty-one 
packers and six corporations on the 
charge of conspiracy to feloniously and 
unwarrantably increase the price of 
meats and poultry. It now remains to 
be seen bow he will emerge from this 
last struggle with titanic forces. 

Mr. Garven is fond of athletic sports. 
He was president of the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey Athletic associa- 
tion and was a member of the Central 
Building Baseball club, composed of 
employees in the Jersey Central’s main 
New York office, playing first base ip 
all match games. He still keeps his 
hand in on the diamond and almost in- 
variably carries his favorite basebail 
bat with him when he goes away on 
his vacation. Mr. Garven is also a 
patient amateur deep sea’ fisherman. 
He fs married and lives with bis wife 
and two daughters at 64 West Fourth 
street, Bayonne.

Football Meetings to Date Have 
Been Preliminary Skirmishes. 


—— 


EXPERTS TO CLASH AGAIN. 


When the Rules Committee Reassem- 
bles In New York March 25 and 26 
They Will Lock Horns and Tear 
Game to Shreds, Then Patch It Up 
Again. 


The real changes in the football 
rules are yet to come. There wasn’t 
even a skirmish at the preliminary 
meeting held in New York recently. 
Not until the committee reassembles 
in Gotham, March 25 and 26, will the 
gridiron experts lock horns over what 
shall be done to change the rules of 
the game, Then there is likely to be 
a series of interesting sessions, and it 
need occasion no little surprise if the 
committee is divided into several 
camps which exist concerning the mer- 
its or demerits of some of the sugges- 
tions submitted. 

There seems to be a mistaken idea 
in some sections of the country as to 
just what the committee did at its 
last meeting. Contrary to this view, 
the rules committee did not go on rec- 
ord as favoring anything. What it 
did and all it did was to receive the 
hundreds of suggestions submitted by 
football experts and many wot ex- 
perts from all sections of the country,

eliminate those which were wholly 
visionary and classify into groups 
those which the committee thought 
might be workable. But the delegates 
did not commit themselves to any 
group in whole or in part. | 
The committee was disappointed 


that at this session it did not either 
actually amend some of the rules or 
make definite recommendations to this 
end. Before the delegates were called 
to order and during the first day of 
the session they still hoped to take 
some specific action. It was not until 
late the first night, when they had 
discussed the rules until, as one of 
them said, they were “groggy,” that 
they realized such action was hopeless 
at this session. Consequently they 
concluded that the best they could do 
was to classify the various sugges- 
tions into groups and then throw the 
whole subject open to debate once 
more. 

Although the committee arranged 
the various suggestions into three 
groups itedid not give its approval to 
any of them. Its purpose in arrang- 
ing them into groups was to aid the 
general public and the football men 
who will be asked to consider them 
in formulating ideas thet will result 
in a satisfactory code. Thus those 
amendments which supplemented each 
other and which seemed to go natural- 
ly together were grouped in one com- 
bination. It is quite likely, though, 
that when the committee meets again 
several different combinations, not 
only of the suggestions already made, 
but of new ideas, will have been work- 
ed out. It is not improbable that the 
new rules when amended will contain 
one or two features not even discussed 
at this meeting, though it might be 
said that nearly every idea ever con- 
ceived of was submitted to the dele- 
gates. 

The general public is most Interest- 
ed to know which of the ideas group- 
ed by the committee is likely to find 
most favor in their eyes. Although 
the delegates talked freely enough be- 
hind closed doors they would not com- 
mit themseives, for publication at 
least, to any definite plan, 

The committee expects and hopes to 
receive a good many more suggestions 
from football men and educators all 
over the country. The delegates ex- 
pressed themselves as extremely anx- 
jous to find out the will of every one 
interested before taking final action, 
and it was partly for this reason that 
it took no definite action at its first 
session. The football situation now 
bears some analogy to the recent situ- 
ation in English politics. As the Brit- 
ish ministry let the English public ex- 
press its approval or disapproval of 
the budget so the national intercolle- 
giate football rules committee has 
thrown the whole question once more 
back to the public for further debate. 
The committee wants to receive sug: 
gestions and criticisms and thinks am- 
ple time has been given for every one 
to be heard. It hopes, and so does 
every one else interested, that before 
{ts next adjournment the tinkering 
with the rules will end, for this year 
at least.

~~ JO FILE RECIPES. 
Reports Saved of Nineteen Lectures, 
Not One Ever Used. 

Many housekeepers clip recipes and 
directions for cookery from newspa- 
pers and magazines and file them 
away in envelopes and boxes in a 
useless way. A woman who saved 
full reports of nineteen courses of 
cookery lectures and enjoyed her pos 
session confessed that she had nevet 
tried one recipe out of all that remark 
able collection. In her case it was 
conservatism that kept her bound to 
a few methods, but there are other 
reasons why some women do not try 
new ways. In some families members 
are unwilling to eat any dish that they 
are not accustomed to or that their 
fathers did not eat before them. In 
other households time is limited, and 
familiar cookery is more easily done. 
This latter reason has some weight, 
yet the conservative cook is likely to 
overlook new ways that after a few 
trials would prove to be shorter or 
better than the old. 

It is strange, but altogether true, 
that many housewives place implicit 
faith in rather indefinite recipes for 
Aunt Jane’s cake or Betsy Jones’ ap- 
ple pudding; but, given a rule from 
one of the modern text books, they 
will use it with suspicion and will 
want to add a little more of one thing 
or cut down another ingredient just 
a trifle. They seem to resent being 
told exactly bow to do a thing. In 
their minds the miscellaneous collec. 
tion, printed and sold for charitable 
purposes, or the rules for cakes and 
pies sandwiched between the testi- 
mony of miraculous cures are far bet- 
ter authority than the exact formula 
in the public school cookery text book 
or of the advanced schools of domes- 
tic science. 

It is noticed that housewives are 
especially slow to adopt new methods 
in breadmaking which take from the 
process almost all the uncertainty. In 
fact, it is almost impossible with the 
modern recipe and a fresh yeast cake 
to fail in making a light, sweet loaf. 
In the old way a little yeast and much 
time were used; in the new method 
more yeast is taken, and the time from 
sifting the flour to taking the loaf 
from the oven is reduced to five hours 
“But the bread tastes of the yeast.” 
asserts the unprogressive cook. Just 
so years ago, conservative men and 
women, worrying over the passing of 
the brick oven, were sure that bread 
baked in a stove tasted of the iron. 
The best housekeeper selects wisely 
from the old ways and takes readily 
to the new that are proved good by 
those who have superior opportunity 
for experiment and study. If the 
science of household economics de 
pended on the average family kitchen 
for advancement it would do little 
wore than mark time.

Washington, March 8.—With the 
passage of the postal savings bank 
bill in the senate with the solid Re- 
publican vote behind it, has come 4 
startling awakening here that fore- 
shadows the complete route 
“Back from Elba club” and all other 
foes of th» administration.

Arithmetic by Hand.

PREPARE FOR OLYMPICS. 


Athletes on Other Side Ready to Send 
Teams to Athenian Games. 

The Olympic games are to be held 
at Athens this spring despite the re- 
ports to the contrary, and not a few of 
the athletes on the other side of the 
water are making preparations to be 
there. Last fall the English Amateur 
Athletic association decided not to 
send a team, and now it is said it has 
not changed its policy, but has an- 
nounced that if the athletes care to 
go they are at liberty to do so at their 
own expense. 

The first country to make a definite 
move for the Athenian games is Aus- 
tralia, and the antipodes will send 
Wood and Sime for the Marathon race. 

Except President Taft might order a 
team to be mustered here, there is 
hardly any possibility that America 
will be represented. Professor Sloane 


' of Columbia university is the Ameri- 


can representative of the international 
Olympic committee, and it is not 
known what his views are about send- 
ing an American team to Athens. The 
Amateur Athletic union could muster 
a team, and so could the Intercollegiate 
association, but any foreign mixtures 
around April or May would interfere 
with the dual college meets and the 
championship, so that the college man 
would be out of it for Athens. In 
1906, when America sent a team, the 
men were not the best in the Jand, but 
nevertheless they won the point of 
honors, and no doubt as good a team 
if not better could be mustered now. 
Only recently President Taft recom- 
mended congress to make a grant of 
$50,000 to send the athletes to the Vi- 
enna exposition games uext summer. 
The trip to Vienna for about forty men 
would not use up half of the sum, and 
there would be plenty of money to 
send the boys down to Athens. They 
could go to the Grecian capital first 
and take in Vienna and all other games 
worth attending on their way home.

HOW TO SELECT FISH. 


Skin Should Be Bright, Eyes Full and 
Gills Pink. 

In purchasing fish, says Marion Har- 
ris Neil, principal of the Philadelphia 
school of cookery, freshness is the nec- 
essary desideratum. The chief points 
to notice are fullness of the eye, pink- 
ness of the gills and brightness of the 
skin. Fish if in good condition will 
keep firm under pressure of the finger, 
and the smell, though fishy, is not 
unpleasant, but this cannot be depend- 
ed on, as the use of ice may cause de- 
ception on that point. In purchasing 
cod the freshness may be known by 
the bluish tinge of the flesh and the 
slightly iridescent hue of the part cut. 

lf the flesh be yellow do not buy it. 
Flat fish should be selected by their 
thickness, Fresh smelts have an odor 
ef newly cut cucumber, which they 
lose within twelve hours after being 
cut, Fresh salmon has between the 
flakes a creamy white curd, which 
solidifies in twenty-four hours. It 
should be well covered with very 
bright scales, and the flesh should be 
of a bright red color. Halibut is a 
wholesome fish. It should be of mid- 
dling size, thick and of a creamy white 
color. In choosing lobsters take the 
tall and pull it away from the body. 
If it is elastic and springs back, the 
lobster is fresh; if not, it is stale. Lob- 
sters and crabs are tested by weight, 
those of medium size having the finest 
flavor. The varieties of fish available 
for food ia this country are numerous 
and excellent; those containing tbe 
least fat are the most easily digested. 
The flesh of fish contains fibrin, gela- 
tin and albumen in small proportions, 
mineral matter and water in larger. 

All fish out of season are unwhole- 
some and sometimes positively inju- 


rious. It is said that fish are fully as, 


butritious as animal food, and, though 
they may not bave such a satisfying 
effect upon the stomach, that arises 
from their being so easily digested. 
The following are two fish recipes 
which Miss Neil recommends: 


Casserole of Fish. 

Pound half a pound of cooked white- 
fish and add a slice of bread whicb 
has been soaked in a little milk. Beat 
well together and put through a chop- 
ping machine, then through a sieve

into a basin. Add two eggs, one heap 
ing tablespoonful of finely chopped 
cooked meat (which may be omitted), 
one tablespoonful of melted butter 
and salt, butter and paprika to taste. 
Mix well. 

Decorate a well buttered fish cas- 
serole, mold with sliced potatoes, pour 
in mixture, press down well and cover 
with a buttered paper. Set in a pan 
of boiling water and bake in a hot 
oven for twenty minutes. Serve hot 
with Dutch sauce. 

To make the sauce melt one table- 
spoonful of butter in a small sauce- 
pan; stir in one tablespoonful of flour, 
blend well together, then add grad- 
ually half a pint of milk; boil three 
minutes; add one tablespoonful of vin- 
egar, oue teaspoonful of mustard, a 
little salt and yolks of two eggs. Stir 


till it thickens, but do not allow it to 


boil, then serve. 


Codfish Souffle. 

Twelve ounces of codfish, freed from 
skin and bones; one gill of cream, 
one gill of fish stock or water, three 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls of butter. 
two tablespoonfuls of flour and sea- 
soning. 

Pound the fish in a mortar and rub 
it through a fine sieve into a basin. 
Melt the butter in a saucepan, stir tn 
the flour and mix over the fire for sev- 
eral minutes without letting the flour 
get brown. 

Moisten with the fish stock or water 
and continue to stir until the mixture 
becomes a smooth paste, then add it 
to the pounded fish; beat in the eggs 
one by one, add the cream and season 
with pepper, salt, nutmeg and pa- 
prika. Put this into a well buttered 
souffle tin, cover with a greased paper 
and steam or bake for forty minutes. 
Turn out on to a hot dish and serve 
with tomato or anchovy sauce. This 
may be poured round the base of the 
fish or over the shape.

It really is more suited to screen cov- 
ering, in which capacity it has actually 
been stenciled. It is used for hangings 
nud table scarfs, for couch covers and 
wall decorations. Its edges are treated 
to hemstitching, or else a little wider 
space is drawn and threaded with 
large opaque beads in all the shades 
yf yellow and Indian red or in dull 
blue with burnt orange.

Former United Siates Senator 
Once a Genius In Politics.

GREAT STUDENT OF DETAIL. 


——— 


Remarkable Character of New York's 
Former “Easy Boss,” Who Shaped 
Notable Careers—Striking Incidents 
During His Many Sided Life. 


With the recent death of Thomas 
Collier Platt, thrice United States sen- 
ator from the state of New York and 
once its “easy boss,” who began life as 
a drug clerk at Owego, N. Y., and end- 
ed it in the humble home of paid at- 
tendants after a career as a maker of 
political history, there passed the last 
of the old time party bosses. Few men 
so nearly approached greatness with- 
out really becoming great. A great 
student of detail and an organizer of 
unmistakable genius, Mr. Platt attain- 
ed a prominence aud influence that 
few men contemporaneous with his 
time ever realized. 

At the height of his career a dozen 
or more yeurs ago he made presidents, 
or at least contributed more than any 
other man in politics to the achieve- 
ment. He selected candidates for gov- 
ernor and minor federal and state 
offices and dispensed patronage with 
the profligacy of a sovereign. Yet at 
the end he could not command in- 
fluence enough to secure the appoint- 
ment of a clerk. 

A more chronological history of the 
life of Platt would encompass every 
phase of political life from the organ- 
ization of a convention in an obscure 
country town to a battle royal with 
presidents of his country. There were 
as many sides of his remarkable char- 
acter as there are faces of a five 
carat diamond. He was a poet of no 
mean pretensions, a philosopher to the 
point of being a good loser, an autocrat 
when in the heyday of his power, a 
gambler of nerve in the chances he 
took, political and otherwise; a finan-

cler of no mean ability and a jovial 
companion when he chose to be. 

Mr. Pratt was one of the founders and 
charter members of the “Amen Cor- 
per.” He was responsible for its name 
when he emerged from the obscurity 
into which he had been plunged by the 
most sensational incident in his polit- 
ical career—his defeat for the United 
States senatorship after he and the 
late Roscoe Conkling had resigned 
from the senate and had sought vindi- 
cation by re-election, which was denied 
both. 


Most Powerful of Bosses. 

Mr. Platt got back to the senate 
sears after Conkling died, and until 
the ascendency of the star of Prest- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt throuch the 
assassination of President McKinley 
he was undoubtedly the most powerful 
political boss in the United States. 
Honored, respected, autocfatic and re- 
sourceful, his orders were obeyed with- 
out question, his counsel sought and 
accepted by the most powerful officials 
and financiers in this land. With the 
rising of the star of Roosevelt began 
the eclipse of Mr. Platt as the boss 
He had shunted Roosevelt into the vice 
presidency of 1900 to get him away 
from the governor's office, where be 
had become troublesome to corpora- 
tions and bosses. 

The death of President McKinley 
took Roosevelt to the White House. 
From that moment the decrease in the 
power of Platt began. Roosevelt im- 
mediately inaugurated his scheme for 
reorganizing the party machinery in 
New York.. Mr. Platt’s requests and 
commands were ignored, and during 
the last three years of Roosevelt's term 
he and Platt were not on speaking 
terms. 

“Well, Roosevelt Is Going Too.” 

One of the pathetic incidents of Mr. 
Platt’s life occurred a year ago on 
Thursday, March 3, when he sat mut- 
fled up in the alcove of a window of 
the capitofat Washington and witness- 
ed the departure of the retiring presi-

With her Mr. Platt embarked in 
business and politics in the early days 
of the Republican party. His first vote 
was for Fremont and Dayton. He cast 
his fortunes with the Republican party 
then and never wavered in his allegi- 
ance. His first publie office was in 
1872, when he was elected to congress. 
He was re-elected in 1874. He was 
never conspicuous for any great 
achievement as a legislator, but be 
came intimate with Conkling and be- 
gan to exercise influence in the politics 
of the state. 


The Quarrel With Hayes. 


He and Conkling quarreled with 
President Hayes over patronage, and 
at the next state convention Mr. Platt, 
as chairman, denounced the president. 
Going to New York city in 1879, he 
(Platt) became secretary and treasur- 
er of the United States Express com- 
pany and a few years later its presi- 
dent, an office he held until death. He 
moved to New York and took an ac- 
tive hand in politics, becoming a “stal- 
wart,” as opposed to the “half 
breeds,” who were led by W. H. Rob- 
ertson, William M. Evarts, Cornelius 
N. Bliss and Elihu Root. 

In 1881 Mr. Platt had achieved such 


great influepce he was elected to the | 


United States senate and became the 
associate of Conkling, He served only 
a few months when Conkling had a 
row with President Garfield over the 
appointment of Mr. Robertson as col- 


jector of customs at New York. Conk- ; 


ling told him he intended to resign. 
“Me, too,” said Platt, and for many 
yeurs he was known as “Me ‘Too 
Platt.” 

Seeking re-election with Conkling, 
both were defeated after a long ses- 
sion, during which there were many 
scandals. He took his defeat with the 
stolidity of a philosopher and imme- 
diately turned his attention to busi- 
ness. He accumulated a reasonable 
fortune and appeared to forget poli- 
tics. But during the administration 
of President Cleveland he began to 


rally around him the remnants of the | 


tottering Republican machine, and in 
1889 he forged to the front as a polit- 
ical chieftain. 

He forced Warner Miller to accept 
the nomination for the governership 
and made no concealment of his activ- 
ity in accomplishing the defeat of his 
party candidate by Governor Hill as 
a rebuke to the pretension of Miller, 
who, with Judge Latham, had suc- 
ceeded him and Conkling in the sen- 
ate. The opposition of Miller was also 
responsible for President Harrison’s 
refusal to appoint Mr. Platt secretary

United States Officers Make 


Unexpected Descent Upon It 


Boston, March 9.—A gang ot! 
counterfeiters, composed of well- 


known Boston men, who have been 
carrying on their operations almost 
within the shadow of the 
building, were last night pounced 
upon by United States officers, who 
gathered in supposed 
various parts of the city. 

The men arrested are: Frederick 
Hartung, 30 vears old; William Sam- 
ple, 41 years old, and Robert E. 
Sample, brother of William. Their 
capture followed a raid made at 185 
Franklin street by four secret ser- 
vice agents and three United States 
deputg marshals. 

A counterfeiting plant was found 
in the Franklin street building capable 
of turning out the spurious 1908 ten- 
cent pieces which have been flooding 
the city. 

Willim Sample, who is a watch- 
maker and jeweler, was taken into 
custody at-the plant; When searched 
four of the spurious coins were found 
in Sample’s pockets. 

Robert Sample, who is a jeweler, 
was arrested at his home in Dor- 
chester, where he is ill with rheu- 
matism. Owing to the fact that he 
was unable to leave his bed, a guard 
was established about his home, 
which is a three-apartment house. 
Robert has a wife and two children. 

Hartung, who is a die maker, was 
arrested at the automobile show. 

The building where the plant is 
located is in the very heart of the 
down-town business. district. Its 
proximity to the. postoffice, where 
secret service agents are located, 
would be sufficient, it was believed, 
to keep all but the most daring coun- 
terfeiters away. 

That very belief apparently was 
taken advantage of by the men to 
ward off suspicion from their plant, 
which was concealed first in a small 
room on the seventh floor and rear of 
the building at 110 High street. The 
building was presumably devoted to 
workshops for inventors. 

After the business had gotten a 
good start it was moved to 185 Frank- 
lin street, to the third floor front, 
where a sign on the door read, Sam- 
ple & Hartung, mfrs. jewelry novel- 
ties. The room, which is of good 
size, was partitioned, and the ante- 
room contained the plant. The outer 
door was fastened with a Yale lock 
and the inner door also. A _ buzzer 
announced to those within the open- 
ing of the outer door. 

The plant consisted of a seven-foot 
press, a rolling machine, a gas forge 
and an air blower. In a small safe 


in one corner of the room about ten, 


pounds of raw silver and two pounds 
of copper alloy were found. 
Although the coins are spurious 
they are actually worth more than 
the regular government coins. The 
law provides that silver 10-cent pieces 
shall contain only nine-tenths of their 
weight in silver. This is due to the 
fact that they were all made from 
sheet silver, which is always made 
slightly above the legal standard. 
Out of one ounce of this silver,

5442 cents,«a pound were made, so 
| that the profit was about 100 percent

DEER FARMING TO HELP MEAT 


Dr. Merriam Says It Can Be Carried 
on Almost Anywhere In America.

According to Dr. Merriam, wolves are 
increasing in the United States, and 
their annua! depredations in the great 
cattle herds in the north and north- 
west amount to $13,000,000 a year.

Such stallions 
as Ard Patrick, Galtee More, Saphir, 
Florizel If., Saraband, Jorful, John 
o’ Gaunt, Ajax and Willlam III. are 
represented. This is mute testimony 
in behalf of the class of thoroughbreds 
that take part in the struggles for the 
money bung up by the various racing 
meetings in Germany.

This church was built of coarse, 
rough boulders, scattered about and 
dug out of both the North and South 
Commons. Syenite of the North Com- 
mons, even at this early period, was 
considered more suitable for building 
purposes and a_ higher price was 
charged for it. The method of split- 
ting this material for the construction 
of this church was in the most primi- 
tive and curious manner. It was ac- 
complished by heating the stone, by 
building a fire upon it; and then let- 
ting large iron balls fall upon it. Mr. 
John Hayward and Mr. ‘Hunt, of 
Braintree, received the contract for 
furnishing the material for the erec- 
tion of this edifice. 

The John Hancock house that stood 
just south of the State House, on Bea- 
con street, Boston, was ‘built of the 
same kind of stone. This house of 
Gov. Hancock was taken down some 
years since. 

In 1774, the old powder house which 
stood on the northwest corner of a lot 
of land belonging to the celebrated 
artist, Copley, in what was at that 
time called West Boston, near Pinck- 
ney street, was built of this material, 
and {ts walle were constructed seven 
feet in thickness. 

Some 
the method of disposing of these 
stones, and also preventing the ex- 
haustion of these rough, coarse bould- 
ers for building purposes, was the 
great topic and exciting question at 
the annual town meetings, and gave 
town orators an opportunity to 
display their powerful eloquence, and 
the magistrates and lawyers, with 
their usual profundity, to enlighten

the citizens on the laws of trespass} 


and the rights of commonage. 

At length the inhabitants became 
somewhat alarmed that the drain 
created by the use of these ‘boulders 
for building, would not leave them 
enough to build a common stone wall, 
or construct a house cellar. To pro- 
tect themselves from these invasions 
upon their property, they established 
the following rules:— 

“1715. Voted, That no person shall 
dig or carry off any stone on.said com- 
undivided lands, wpon any 
whatever, without license 
from the committee hereafter named, 
upon penalty of the forfeiture of ten 
shillings for every and each cart-load 
so dug and carried away one-quarter 
part to ‘be paid to said committee in 
| full satisfaction for the use of the 
‘town. The instructions to the com- 
mittee were as follows:— 

“First.—That the committee

For years after, the same complaint 
! 
was made at the annual town meet-! 


ings, that it was impossible for the 
town to enforce the rules they had 
adopted. 

The inability to execute these regu- 
lations was probably caused to some 
extent by the more liberal views of its 
citizens who opposed it, and who were 
not in harmony with those who advo- 
cated and sustained these rigid rules. 
They doubted the feastbility and jus- 
tice of passing such onorous laws, de- 
priving them of the use of the stone 
for common purposes, and at a meet-! 
ing held in 1729-20, they were prompt- 
ed to dissent from the action of the 
meeting. This, eventually, no doubt, 
was the cause why the town was

Not much thought had been given to 
the stone quarries until the early part 
of the Nineteenth century, when Jack- 
son Field, Jostah Bemis, Wm. Wood 
and Wm. Packard first began to open 
quarries for the purpose of carryiag 
on the stone business. They may be 
considered the first persons who es- 
tablished the stone business in a legit- 
imate manner in this town, but it was 
in a very small way, as there was no 
great demand for large building 
stones; ‘and if there had ‘been, they 
would not have been able to supply the 
material for the want of proper appar- 
atus and machinery for lifting and 
hoisting large blocks of granite. The 
stone quarried at this time was princi- 
pally for underpinnings, door steps, 
etc.

The 
uncle passed away a few years later 
and left the nephew an estate valued 
at $350,000, which made John Han- 
cock the leading man of wealth in 
Massachusetts. 


PUBLIC SPIRITED. 


As the young merchant was natu-| 


rally public spirited he soon became 
acquainted with Samuel Adams (1706) 
and other political lights of the day, 
and his counting became a 
chief rendezvous for the patriots of 
Boston. 

In March 1765 Hancock was chosen 
to succeed his uncle in the position of 
selectman for the town of Boston. 
From this beginning for about one- 
third of a century he was a 
faithful and conscientious servant of 
the people, and one whose memory 
American ‘posterity should delight in 
{revering. He served his state for 
eight years in the Legislature, fre- 
quent moderator of inyportant meet- 
ings in Boston, representative in 
Continental Congress, two and one 
half years president of that body, 11 
years Governor of Massachusetts and 
constitutional con-

In 1765 when the British ministry 
gave its sanction to an enforcement 
of eorge Grenville’s Stamp Act in the 
American colonies many of the Tory 
merchants along the seaboard were 
in favor of submission, because they 
feared the consequences to their own 
mercantile interests if they resisted. 
But the men of higher motives, in- 
cluding John Hancock, took a firm 
‘stand against any tax impositions not 
having the authority of uninfluenced 
American consent. The Stamp Act 
was repealed during the following 
year (March 1766) and it was more 
due to the work of the merchant pa- 
itriots in America in corresponding 
with their creditors and purchase 
houses in London than to any open 
hostility in the colonies. 


STAMP ACT. 


In this matter John Hancock was 
a strong factor in showing the Eng- 
lish merchants how short-sighted was 
the ministerial policy which would 
cripple commerce by exacting an un- 
Jawful tribute from the infant mer- 
cantile interests of the new wgrld. A 
reference to one of ‘Hancock's letters 
will prove interesting. On Dec. 21, 
1765, Hancock wrote to Devonshire 
& Reeves, London, as follows:

So 
the Boston merchant prince was se- 
lected and when Benjamin Harrison 
conducted the new ipresident to his 
chair, he remarked: “We will now

During the most critical period in 
the existeace of the gencral Congress 
Hancock served as its president with 
| much dignity and good judgment. 
| Some writers have attempted to 
show that there was an unkind feel- 
ing between Hancock and General 
Washington. But the facts brought 
to light only give additional luster 
to the nobility and patriotism of the 
great merchant. While he was pres- 
}ident of the Continental. Congress in 
|Philadelphia during the occupancy 
of his home city by the British troops, 
reports came to him of the possibil- 
ity of an attack on Boston by the 
American army at Cambridge. Much 
‘of the merchant's possessions were

in that city; but he bravely set aside 
his solicitude for personal interests 
and he wrote Washington in Decein- 
ber, 1775, the following courageous 
letter: 


EVACUATION OF BOSTON. 


“For your future proceedings I must 


| beg leave to refer you to the enclosed 

resolutions. I would just inform you 
; that the last resolve relative to an at- 
tack upon Boston, passed after a most 
serious debate in a compnittee of the 
whole House. You are now left to the 
dictates of prudence and your own 
judgment. May God crown your at- 
tempt with success. I most heartily 
wish it, though, individually, I may be 
the greatest sufferer.” 

The noble patriot thus showed that 
he would not ‘put a straw in the way 
of free action by the American gen- 
eral, if the latter should determine 
that the cause would be best served 
by occupying Bosion. On March 19, 
1776, Washington had the pleasure of 
notifying Hancock that the foreign 
troaps had evacuated Boston and that 
his property was practically intact. 

After Jefferson's Declaration of In- 
dependence was considered by the 
Continental Congress and adopted on 
July 4, 1776, a printed copy was issued 
bearing the typographical signature of 
Hancock as president of Congress, and 
of Charles Thompson, its secretary. 
This sheet was sent by Hancock to 
General Washington to be read to the 
troops, and another copy was read to 


the populace a few days later in 
Philadelphia. On Aug. 2, 1776, after 
the engrossed copy of the document 


Was prepared it was signed by all the 
members then present and the signa- 
ture of John Hancock was the first 
to be affixed. 


THE DECLARATION. 


It was this bold dash ofthe pen 
standing oui so clearly and elegantly 
in every facsimile of the Declaration 
which has given 'Hancock’s name so 
much superficial fame in our history. 
The real circumstance above and be- 
yond his famous conventional attesta- 
tion, however, was the fact that he was 
president of the most august body of 
patriots which civilization had ever 
witnessed up to that date. It was the 
fact of its being the first signature to 
a wonderful document, the real tex- 
ture of which was composed of the 
elements of justice ,truth and benevo- 
lence spread on its broadside as an 
inspiration of wisdom from above. 
That is the fact which has made the 
signature of John Hancock to the 
American Magna Charta one of the 


most celebrated in all our political 
history. 

The grandeur of Hancock's patri- 
oiismi is evidenced in this appeal to 
the thirteen states composing the fed- 
eral Union, Sept. 24, 1776. He wrote: 

“Let us convince our enemies that 
We are entered into the present con- 
test for the defense of our liberties, so 
we are resolved, with the firmest re- 
liance on heaven for the justice of our 
cause, never to relinquish it, but 
rather to perish in the ruins of it. If 
we do but remain firm—if we are not 
dismayed at the little shocks of for- 
,tune, and aré determined at all haz- 
ards that we will be free—I am per- 
suaded under the gracious smiles of 
Providence ,assisted by our own most 
strenuous efforts, we shall finally suc- 
ceed, agreeable to our wishes, and 
thereby establish the 
the happiness and glory of the United 
States of America.” 


FAMILY MAN. 


independence, 


The merchant prince, like most of 
his compatriots, was an ardenthy affec- 
tionate family man. He was very de- 
voted to domestic interests and to his 
wife, Dorothy Quincy Hancock. Dur- 
ing their long separations he was very 
attentive in correspondence, always 
' closing his letters with tender expres- 

sions of affection. 

In a long letter written to the little 
wife in March 1777, he tells her much 
of the affairs of the day and closes 
with trese words: “Never fear, we 
shall get the day finally with the 
smiles of heaven. Do take precious 
care of our dear little Lydia. Adieu. 
I long to see you. Take care of your- 
self. J am, my dear girl, yours most 
affectionately.” Another letter of the 
year following while he was at York- 
town addressed to “Dearest Dolly,” 
closed with “my best wishes ever at- 
tend you for the highest felicity and 
I am, with utmost love, yours for 
ever.” 

The true greatness of this merchant 
patriot of ‘76 found a glowing expres- 
sion in his delicate, loyal regard for 
the simple commonplace attentions 
which sweeten the matrimonial rela- 
tion. It was Hancock's recognition of 
the so-called “little things” of the day 
which made his wedded life an oppor- 
tunity for unselfish development and 
corresponding happiness. The coun- 
terfeit greatness which is grandiose to 
the outer world and forgetful and un- 
lovable with the domestic circle was 
not the currency with which he settled 
the exchanges of his human 
tions. 


rela- 


LIBERAL AID. 


Among the great deeds accredited to 
John Hancock was the liberal aid ad- 
vanced from his personal means to 
bring about the much-valued 
tance of France in winning American 
independence. When the government 
was about destitute of credit or cash, 
Hancock fitted out a frigate at his 
own expense to carry Laurens as dip- 
lomatic representative to the French 
court. Through the work of Colonel 
iaurens the influence and assistance 
of the French king was secured, and 
this generous cooperation did much to 
establish the final victory of the 
American cause. 

It has been alleged that John ‘Han- 
cock misappropriated the funds of 
Harvard University while acting as its 
treasurer. For about 20 years he 
served in this office, and it was during 
the period when he was giving nearly 
all of his time to the federal union 
and his state. His business is said to 
have suffered much on account of his 
devotion to the interests of the com- 
monwealth. Misunderstandings arose 
between the Harvard corporation and 
Hancock and ‘their relations were 


assis- 


quite strained at times. 
All this occurred during the most 
critical period of our early history 


when it was extremely difficult to do 
business, beeause of the unsettled con- 
ditions of our laws and monetary af- 
fairs, and when ‘Hancock was heavily 


charged with state responsibilities of 


great importance. 

Some idea of the bad state of our 
money standards can be gained from 
the records of the University which 
show that in 1780 to pay a professo: 
of divinity whose yearly compensation 
on a gold basis was about 87 pounds, 
it required 9.192 pounds of (Con- 
tinental paper money ($46,000 = per 
annum). 

‘Hancock's life seemed in his latter 
days to pass under a cloud of business 
and physical depression, and he passed 
away prematurely in 1793, without 
having settled his account with the 
university, although leaving ample 
means for that purpose. According to 
Josiah Quincy's History of Harvard 
University (Vol. 2, p. 205) his heirs 
paid nine years’ interest on the in- 
debtedness in 1795, and a few 
later they paid the university the en- 
tire principal amount. 


NO BREACH OF TRUST. 

The writer finds no record of any 
breach of judiciary trust on the part 
of John Hancock. But it appears that 
an ungrateful populace, moved often 
by jealously and having no idea of the 
great man’s problems and burdens, 
tried to load strange eccentricities on 
his character. It was alleged that he 


was “spoiled by popularity” and it is |

Every morning and afternoon 
the vault of Pekin’s sky is swept by 
these sweet, mournful notes as the 
birds fly to and fro, carrying messages 
to the bankers, the merchants, the law- 
yers, invitations, letters, stock quota- 
tions, a system older than the tele- 
graph or telephone or the oldest letter 
service, as old as time itself. There 
ure some twenty different kinds of 
pigeon whistles, some of them simple 
bamboo tubes with but one top and 
some as elaborately constructed as 
miniature organ pipes. They are all 
of featherweight lightness and when 
held in the hand and swept through 
the air emit the same delicate whis- 
tling notes as when borne through the 
upper atmosphere by the carrier pt 
geous.

DEATH SIGN 
BLIGHTS MIND 


Witness Gvercome When Ae 
Sees a Black Hand Signal 


New York, March 11.—Strict ob- 
servations of Pasquale Oechionero 


are being made by physicians in Bel- 
leyue hospital to determine whether 
he has been driven insane by the fear 
of death, as a result of a death sign 
that is alleged to have been made to 
him while he was testifying against 
some countrymen on trial for slash- 
ing and robbing him, before Judge 
the court of general 
sessions. 


When Ochionero first went on the 
stand he gave his testimony quietly 


and without reservation. Soon he be- 
came excited and evidently inspired 
with fear. Rosalsky noticed one of 
the defendants making a sign to the 
witness with his hands. After the 
sign had been made twice the wit- 
ness became livid. He seemed dazed 
and dumb. 

Judge Rosalsky threatened to send 
him to prison unless he testified, but 
the threat had no effect. Then a fine 
of $250 was imposed for contempt of 
That also failed to open his 
lips. Finally the man was committed 
to Bellevue to have the physicians de- 
termine whether he had been shocked 
into a state of insanity. 


Just what the sign meant that 
sealed Ochionero’s lips no one could 
tell. When the sign was given 
Dominico Zerto, a relative of the 


complainant, whom he called “Uncle,” 
Was on trial with Emilio Faleone for 
the robbery. 


Judge Rosalsky, on the alert be- 
cause of the queer conduct of the 
complainants, watched the defend- 


'ants. He saw one of the defendants 
lift his arms above the counsel table, 
fold his fingers, then for a moment 


twirl his thumbs, then bring them to 
a halt. This was done several times,

and he seemed tongue tied. 

When Zerto and Falcone 
placed on trial Rosalsky first took the 
testimony of the policemen, and the 
Oechionero called. He identi- 
fied his watch and a stiletto found 
near the scene of the attack, and was 
asked who it was that stabbed him. 
Then, as his eyes rested on one of the 
defendants who gave the sign, he be- 
gan to tremble and mumbled that he 
would not teli, even if he were paid

Philadelphia Strikers Turn Theit 
Attention to Washingtc:: 


Washington, March 12.—The pres- 
ident has received an appeal from E. 
E. Greenwalt, president of the State 
Federation of Labor of Pennsylvania, 
requesting federal intervention to ter-

SCHIFF ON FAR EAST PROBLEM 


He Sounds 


The Bankor* Tells Why 
Japan Warning. 

Jacob H. Schiff, the New York bank- 
er, who made the startling declara- 
tion at the Republican club luncheon 
in New York the other day that a 
conflict between Japan and the United 
States was inevitable, recently reiter- 
ated his views in a written statement. 

The banker’s statement and his at- 
titude at the present time are consid- 
ered particularly significant in view 
of the fact that in his public utter- 
ances he has always been most friend- 
ly toward the mikado’s people. Less 
than two years ago at a banquet in 
honor of Baron Sakatani he stated 
that the thought of war between the 
nations in question could only be con- 
ceived by a stupendous stretch of the 
imagination. Mr. Schiff also helped 
finance Japan in her war with Russia. 

Here is What Mr. Schiff said at the 
luncheon: 

“The most difficult problem we have 
to deal with is the far east problem. 
1 am sorry to have to say it, but we 
are in danger of war over this same 
question. As a friend of Japan, one 
who helped to finance its late war, I 
regret this inevitable conclusion, Dur- 
ing the last few weeks it has develop- 
ed to my personal mortification that 
Japan has joined hands with the ene- 
my of all mankind—Russia. 

“Russia and Japan have evidently 
one purpose—at present, at least—and 
that is to keep China as a lesser state. 
And perfidious Albion, which has al- 
ways professed to be an enlightening 
friend of mankind, is a party to this 
coalition. If we are not careful, if we 
do not show the right statesmanship, 
we will be drawn into a controversy 
with this arrangement in a most dis- 
agreeable manner. 

“Heretofore we white men have 
said, ‘We are Caucasians and they are 
yellow men.’ And we have expected 
them to accept this and bow to us ac- 
cordingly. This they are not going to 
do. They have prejudices of their 
own—those born of their ancient civi- 


lization. A conflict with them is ineyi- 
table.” 
Mr. Schiff when seen at his home 


was reluctant to discuss the matter 
further at the present time. The only 
statement he would consent to make 
for publication was reduced to writing 
by himself and is as follows: 

“Mr. Schiffs remarks have been 
based solely upon his own observa- 
tions and a close study of the situa- 
tion and not upon any special informa- 
tion. He has spoken of a coming 
struggle, but not of war, and has sim- 
ply desired to arouse the people of the 
United States to the necessity of prop- 
erly meeting the situation in a spirit 
of righteousness. Because of this he 
ended his remarks with the words of 
the prophet, ‘Not by right and not by 
power, but in my 
Lord.’ ”

LIST OF ANTIDOTES. 


These Directions Should Be 
Handy—They May Save Life. 

It makes one shudder to think of the 
grim sign on the druggists’ vials, but 
the shudder is worse when one of the 
family, perhaps a favorite child, bas 
swallowed some deadly dose. What is 
done then must be done quickly. ‘The 
following plain directions ought to be 
kept handy. They may save a life 
while the doctor is coming. 

When the poison is unknown this is 
the treatment: Provoke repeated vom- 
iting, give bland liquids, stimulate if 
necessary. 

For Acids.—Sulpburic, n‘tric, muri- 
atic, oxalic: Give an alkali, provoke 
vomiting, give bland fluids, secure rest, 
stimulate if necessary. 

Alkalis.— Hartshorn, soda, potash, 
lye: Give an acid (vinegar), provoke 
vomiting, give bland liquids, secure 
rest, stimulate if necessary. 

For Arsenic.—Paris green, Scheele’s 
green: Provoke vomiting, give dialyzed 
iron and salt (repeat several times). 
give dose of eastor oil, secure rest, 
Stimuiate if necessary. 

For Sugar of Lead.— Give epsom 
salts, provoke vomiting (repeat several 
times), give bland liquids, give dose of 
castor oil. 

For Corrosive Sublimate. — Tartar 
emetic, provoke vomiting, give strong 
tea without milk (repeat several 
times), give raw eggs and milk, give 
dose of castor oil, stimulate if neces- 
sary. “ 

For Phosphorus.—Provoke vomiting, 
give five grain doses of sulphate of 
copper, give dose of magnesia, but no 
oil. 

Lunar Costic (nitrate of silver).—Give 
strong salt and water, provoke vom- 
iting (repeat many times). 

lodine. — Provoke vomiting. give 
starch and water, give bland fluids. 

Opium.—Morphine, laudanum, pare 
goric, chloral, etec.: Provoke vomiting 
repeatedly, give strong coffee without 
milk, keep up the breathing. 

Strychnine.—Provoke vomiting once 
or twice, give a purgative, secure ab- 
solute quiet.

Aconite.—Provoke vomiting, stimu- 
late well. 

Jamestown weed, hemlock, night- 
shade (belladonna), toadstools, tobac- 


co: Provoke vomiting, stimulate well. 


Alcohol. — Provoke vomiting, give 
hartshorn and water. 
To provoke vomiting warm water 


may be used with or without ground 
mustard (a tablespoonful to a pint of 
water) or ipecac (a teaspoonful of the 
powder or a tablespoonful or so of the 
sirup) and thrusting a finger down the 
throat.

‘Thomas Laughlin, Prominent 


In Steel Industry, a Suicide 


Pittsburg. March 14.—Suicide by 
shooting caused the death of Thomas 
McK. Laughlin, assistant treasurer 
of the Jones & Laughlin Stee! com- 
pany, and a brother-in-law of Presi- 
dent Taft. 

The physician's certificate of death 
stated the cause as cerebral apoplexy 
and was signed by Dr. McKenna. 

Persistent calls for information 
from the coroner caused him to in- 
vestigate the case, and after a visit 
to the Laughlin home he said that the 
physician's return was technically 
eorrect, althongh the cerebral hemor- 
rhage had been caused by a bullet. 

Efforts had been made to concea! 
the fact that Laughlin had ended his 
own life because of the prominence 
of the family. and not even B. F. 
Jones, a partner of Laughlin, knew 
of the actual cause until the coroner 
publicly confirmed it 


It was not intended that even the 
president or any members of the fam- 
Uy berond George M. Laughlin. a 
brother, and the widow should know 
the actual cause of death. All 
traces of the wound are said to have 


been removed from the body in em- 
balming. 
The rumors of snicide are thought 


to have been spread through the fam- 
ily servants.

jin some months ago deeply affected

He traveled much

his health might be benefited. Upon 
his return from Europe a week ago 
Laughlin appeared to be in better 
health and spirits than he had for 
some months, so that the end came 
as a severe shock to the family as 
well as friends. 

Mr. Laughlin was prominent in the 
business world here and was one of 
Pittsburg’s wealthiest men. His 
wealth was conservatively estimated 
at $20,000,000. le was popular 
among the younger business men as 


well as the older heads of industries, 


and was characterized by his assist- 
ants as “a clean, upright citizen.” 

The shock to Mrs. Laughlin has 
prostrated her. 

It was at the Laughlin home that 
President Taft, while here last May, 
assembled about him Mr. and Mrs 
Langhlin, their two children and 
Captain Butt and was photographed 
on the lawn at the president's re- 
quest.

NOT CONTAGIOUS 


Two Real Specimens Put on 
View by a Doctor

New York, March 14.—“There are 
at present perhaps a dozen cases of 
leprosy in New York, and there al- 


ways has been more or less of it dur- 
ing the thirty years I have been prac- 
licing here. I have never in that 
time seen any evidence that the dis- 
ease is contagious.” 

Such was the declaration of Dr. 
Bulkley, the skin specialist, in a lec- 


ture before the Women's Medical so- 


ciety, at the Skin and Cancer hos- 
pital. 
Dr. Bulkley exhibited two West In- 


dian lepers who have been patients at 
the hospital for several months. The 
disease is well defined in both. 
“These two patients,” said Bulkley, 
“are permitted to mingle with the oth- 
er patients who are not suffering from 
contagious disease. The fear of 
leprosy is purely a superstition and 
comes down from biblical times, yet 
the leprosy of the Bible was not the 
modern disease that we know.”

UMPIRE WILL = 
HAVE FULL SWAY 


Amended Rules of Baseball 
Give Him Absolute Power. 


——__- 


MANY POINTS MADE CLEARER, 


Average Diamond Fan Will Under- 
stand Things More Clearly Than 
Ever—What the Changes In the 
Rules Are. 


The revised playing rules of baseball 
amended by the joint rules committee 
of the National and American Jeagues 
in Pittsburg last January were given 
out recently. The most striking fea- 
ture of the revised rules is the impor- 
tance given to the powers and duties 
of the umpires. This season more than 
ever before in the history of the game 
the umpire will be the reigning power 
on the diamond. 

The new rules establish a double um- 
pire system for all games, with an um- 
pire in chief behind the bat to judge 
balls and strikes and certain decisions 
at third base and a field umpire to 
judge base decisions. The umpire in 
chief will have full charge of the game 
and will alone have authority to de- 
clare a game forfeited. The field um- 
pire has full authority in removing 
and fining players. The two officials 
must work in harmony, and in case a 
point is raised on a decision based on 
a point of rules one umpire way ask 
for information from the other, but 
one umpire will not interfere with an- 
other’s decision unless asked to by his 
associate. 

The players are prohibited from dis- 
puting the accuracy of the umpire’s 
judgment, and not even the captain of 
a team! can call the umpire’s attention 
to what he believes to be a violation 
of the rules. 

Hereafter when a player is ejected 
from the game for violation of the 


rules he will not be allowed to loiter! 


about the grounds or grand stand, but 
is decisively banished to the clubhouse 
and must stuy there or leave the 
grounds, and if he doesn’t the umpire 
is given the power to forfeit the game. 
The umpire can also fine a player $5 
for discoloring the ball, for refusing 
to be seated on the bench one minute 
after ordered to do so, if he violates 
the coaching rules and if the captain 
fails to notify the official of a change 
in lineup. 

The revised rules give the umpire ab- 
solute power over the players on the 
bench and to do away with all the 
rowdyism which has started at this 
quarter in the past. The umpire is 
given power to fine substitute players 
for yelling disapproval from the bench 
$10, and if the unsolicited conversation 
continues he is given power to clear 
the bench and send the whole crew of 
substitutes to the clubhouse and have 
them come out only as they are needed. 

The new code provides for several 
changes in relation to ground rules. 
In case of an overflow crowd if the 
captains of the teams cannot agree on 
ground rules the umpire will have full 
authority to make special rules. If a 
thrown ball goes into the spectators 
or through a fence surrounding the 


field or into the players’ bench the run- | 


ner will be entitled to two bases. The 
umpire must be certain that both teams 
have agreed to special ground rules be- 
fore the game commences. The um- 
pire before each game shall call the 
two captains together and lay dowu 
the law to them and must give them 
to understand that the rules are to be 
strictly and impartially enforced. The 
umpire “‘Inust announce the batteries 
before the game and also announce 
any change in the lineup. 

Under the amended rules if a fielder 
stops or catches a batted ball with his 
cap, glove or any part of his uniform 
the runner or runners on the bases will 
be entitled to three bases. If a thrown 
or pitched ball strikes the umpire on 
foul ground the ball shal! be considered 
in play and the base runner shall be 
entitled to all the bases be can make. 
A base runner will be declared out if 
he passes a preceding base runner be- 
fore such runner has been legally put 
out. 

A new rule gives the base runner the 
privilege of turning either to the right 
or left after touching first base, where 
heretofore he was compelled to turn 
to the right. If, however, after run- 
ning over first base he should attempt 
to go to second before returning to 
first base he shall forfeit exemption 
from liability to be put out. Additions 
have also been made to the rule goy- 
erning when a base runner may re- 
turn to his base without liability of 
being declared out. In case the um- 
pire declares an illegally batted ball he 
may go back; also if the umpire fs 
struck by a fair hit ball before touch- 
ing a fielder, in which case no base 
shall be run unless necessitated by the 
batsman becoming a base runner, and 
no run shall be scored unless all the 
bases are occupied. The runner may 
return to his base also if the umpire 
declares the batsman or another base 
runner out for interference. 

A few slight changes are mede in 
the scoring rules. A player will get 
an assist when he handles the ball in 
aiding in a run-out, even though he 
completes the play by making a put- 
out. Wild pitches and passed balls are 
exempt from the error column, as prior 
to the year 1909. In the event of a

Or. Henderson Speaks on Sub- 


ject of Socialism 


The Men's Club of Bethany church 
had an attendance of 100 or more at 
the March meeting on Monday even- 
ing, and they listened very attentive- 


ly to a presentation of Socialism by 


one of its leading exponents, Dr. C. 
Hanford Henderson, a noted writer 
and speaker on the subject. 

The supper at 6.30 was incharge of 
the Membership committee, W. G. 
Shaw chairman, and seemed to satis- 
fy all. The menu included: ~ Bscal- 
loped tomato, hot recast beef, mashed 
potato, squash, pickles, rolls, graham 
bread, hot apple pie, ice cream and 
cake, crackers and cheese and coffer. 
Flowering plants added their charm. 

President Edward Southworth 
haj.pily introduced the speaker of the 
evening. 

Dr. Henderson was warmly greet- 
éd. He devoted considerable time at 
the outset in telling what Socialism 
i3 not, saying that it had suffered by 
misrepresentation. ‘He said Socialism 
is not anti-religiouS: not against the 
family and in favor of “free love; 
not destructive of best things in so- 
ciety; not the enemy of ‘private prop- 
erty owning. He enlarged on each 
of the four, saying it was not a sub- 
planter of old religions, but an eco- 
nomic doctrine. In Europe there is an 
anti- clerical feeling because Social- 
ists believe the clergy are against 
them. Socialis:s did not advocate 
“free love” with quotation marks, but 
maintained that men and women 
must be economically independent. 
common 
with Anarchy. Present society today 
is between Socialism and Anarchy. 
Socialists do not wish io divide prop- 
erty, ‘but that every man shall have 
everything he desires. They draw the 
line at ownership of land or machin 
to exact a profit. 

Socialism is sinrple and a solution 
for all ills. It is for International 
peace. Socialism is for the abolition 
of profi: in industry. If one believes 
in profit from industry he is not a 
Socialist, Indusiries are for use, not 
for ‘profit. Cut out profit and we have 
a social revolution; not a _ warfare, 


but evolution of all industrial condi- 


tions. Socialists of today were in the 
same position as the Abolitionists of 
1850 to 1860. The root of the evil is 
profit, and the axe must be put at the 
root. The end of education is a beti- 
ter humanity. What is the dominant 
note in industry today. Not persons, 
not things, but profit. Articles are not 
madg for use but for profit. It is 
monstrous that so many children are 
working in the Southern cotton mills 
and in the mines, and being robbed of 
health and happiness. Socialists be- 
lieve in trusts, but would have them 
administer for all not for profit. 

Dr. Henderson was heartily ap- 
plauded. 

President Southworth then allowed 
three minutes each to men ‘present to 
discuss Socialism. 

Dr. G. L. Cady of Dorchester, who 
addressed the club Jan. 17 in oppo- 
sition to Socialism, was urgéd to re- 
ply. He agreed Socialism was not 
anti-religious, but queried, why do 
Socialists leave the church? Church- 
es cannot advocate economic pro- 
grams. Socialists are ignorant of 
what is going on in the churches. 
Christianity is seeXing new world 
We disagree with Socialists in their 
method. The error of Socialists is 
that they do not reckon with human 
nature. If Socialism shall change as 
much in the next 25 or 30 years as 
in last 25 or 30 we will be some- 
where near together. 

Theophilus King refuted the claim 
that industries were not striving to 
produce the best article. He knew 
it was necessary or competitors 
would push to the wall. The figures 
quoted ‘by Dr. Henderson were entire- 
ly wrong. He knew industries where 
labor got nearly everything. 

Gustaf Osler asked if red flag was 
the emblem of Socialists. 

Dr. Henderson replied to each with 
good arguments. He was given a 
vote of thanks at the close.

HE general elections of 1910 will 
be of especial importance be- 
cause they will furnish the

Not only are all the members of the 
house of representatives to be chosen, 
but thirty members of the United 
States senate and thirty-two governors.

While the state 
is normally Republican by from 50,000 
to 100,000 plurality, the last two goy- 
ernors it elected were Democrats, and 
Harmon had 19.372 in a presidential 
year, although Taft carried the state 
by 69,591. In addition to the state 
ticket and the stake in 
the governorship, Ohio also elects one 
senator and twenty-one Congressmen. 

The Ohio situation has been com 
plicated by the graft exposures. As 
Governor Harmon has bad much’ to 
do with bringing the crookeduess to 
light and as he has favored economy, 
the natural effect would be to help 
him before the people. Of late this 
has been somewhat neutralized, how- 
ever, by President Taft's insistence on 
a thorough investigation. The com- 
plication is augmented by the fact that 
Harmon has opposed the Democratic 
machine, just as President Taft while 
secretary of war opposed Boss Cox of 
the Cincinnati Republican machine. 
The result of all this and of other 
things is that party lines were never 
&0. loosely frawn: in Ohio as at this 
time. The Buckeye State has always 
had more politics to the square inch 
than any other state in the Union, and 
partisun feelin® ran high. The condi- 
tion is past. Ohio today is full of in- 
dependent voters, or at least of nom- 
inal party mer who are willing to 
kick out of the ttaces.

Representative’ Nicho- 
las Longworth was also mentioned, 
but he blushingly waved aside the 
proffered crown, saying that he pre- 
ferred to remain in congress.

R. Garfield. Now, the name of Gar- 
field is one to conjure with in Ohio 
There are any number of old chaps in 
the state who voted and cheered for 
James A. Garfield thirty years ago, 
and there is an affection for the son 
because of the father.

The administration, through Root, 
has made it clear to those now in the 
party’s leadership in this state that 
New York must not be lost by the Re- 
publicans in the gubernatoral elec- 
tion, for such defeat would endanger 
the party’s success two years later. 
To this end Root informed Woodruff 
that the opposition to Governor 
Hughes and his measures must cease, 
and the delicate suggestion is said to 
have been made that the federal 
' power would be used to thwart such 
opposition if it continued. 

Whether Root sought to force 
Woodruff from the state chairmanship 
as an initial step to remove from party 
control the so-called “machige” lead- 
ers is the subject of much conjecture 
at state headquarters. “T am still 
| here,”’ said Woodruff, and then made 
it evident that he would at least con- 
tinue as chairman until the end of his 
| term. 

“There's much more than the chair- 
manship of the state committee in- 

volved in this matter,” said an up- 
state leader. “President Taft and 
his friends are setting the stage for 
the national campaign of 1912 and the 
administration feels that unless the 
present state organization joins with 
Governor Hughes a party split will 
follow that will give the state to the 
| Democrats next November and seri- 
ously jeopardize the Republicans’ 
chance of capturing New York's thir- 
ty-nine electoral votes for their pres- 
idential nominee. 

“Woodruff will remain chairman 
and the opposition to Governor 
Hughes will in a large measure cease

WEALTHY MAN 


SLAYS SONS 


Sets Fire to Home and Then 
Takes His Own Life 


SUDDEN IMPULSE TO MURDER 


New York Real Estate Operator Had, 
Long Suffered From Melancholia, 
but Had Lately Seemed Rational— 
Appeared In Fine Spirits a Few 
Minutes Previous to Triple Tragedy| 


—Had Notions He Would Die Poor City Square 


New York, March 15,—Temporary 
insanity is attributed as the cause Ol 
Herman H. Moritz, aged 45, a 
wealthy real estate operator, shoot- 
ing and killing his two sons at thei) 
home in the Bronx, then setting fire 
to the building and killing himself. 

The’ boys, George, 16 years old, 
who until two weeks ago was a stu- 
dent in the Bordentown’ military 
academy of New Jersey, and Walter, | 
12 years old, a high school pupil, 
were evidently killed instantly. 
Walter was shot through the heart. 
George had been shot twice. He had 
evidently made a struggle for his life. 

Mrs. Moritz, Moritz’s second wife, 
was not at home at the time of the 
“Herman must have gone 
insane from melancholia,” she said. 
“He had suffered from it so long. He 
had notions that he would die poor 
and that his sons would be deprived 
of the college education he wished to 
give them. Lately he seemed rational 
again and we thought his brooding 
attacks of melancholia were 
over.” 

According to the accounts of the! 
tragedy Moritz seemingly in 
splendid spirits and reading when he 
suddenly threw his aside and! 
then procured a revolver. He imme-, 
diately sought his sons and started 
firing the fatal shots. 

The first_intimation neighbors had 
that anything was wrong in the big, 
brilliantly lighted residence was when 
the maid ran bareheaded into the 
street screaming “murder!” Persons 
who ran to the house saw smoke com- 
ing from one of the windows. They, 
with policemen and firemen, entered 
the house, and in the hallway on the 
first floor stumbled across the body of 
the father. 

He had shot himself in the head and 
still had the Directed by 
the maid, the crowd ran down stairs, 
where, under a stairway in the base- 
ment, they found fire.

FIRST FIGHTS WITH A YOUTH 


Latter Gets Best of Encounter and 
His Adversary Summons Country- 
men to His Aid and Pitched Battle 
Ensues—Man Who Starts Trouble 
Flees Through Streets, Shooting 
His Revolver indiscriminately 


Amesbury, _Mass., March 15.— 
George Smith, employed ‘in the Ham- 
ilton woolen mills, ran amuck through 
the principal square of this town last 
night and after an attempt to shoot 
up the town'was saved from the hands 
of an {nfuriated ‘mob by the timely 
arrival of the police. 

Michael Roach, aged 55, is danger- 
ously wounded as a result, and Frank 
| Smith, aged 20, and John Jennelle, 
aged 18, received minor wounds. 
Frank Smith and Jennelle owe thel: 
lives to George Smith's poor aim, as 
he fired point blank at both of them. 

_ bout 7 o'clock Jennélle was walk- 
ing down Main street, when he was 

| accosted by three young Greeks. 
Among them was Smith, who asked 

| Jennelle to go down near the Boston 
| and Maine railroad depot and fight 
| out a séore they had to settle. 

Jennelle agreed, and accompanied 
by the Greek’s companions as wit- 
nesses, began the fight. He was get- 

| ting the best of the argument when 
Smith, blowing a shrill whistle on 
his fingers, called about fifteen other 

countrymen to his ald. 

| From the top of the railroad bridge, 

| where they had concealed themselves, 

| they dashed down, brandishing clubs. 

Some of Jennelle’s acquaintances, 

; Seeing the odds against him, joined 
in to help him ont. 

j A free fight ensued and the Greeks 
were getting the worst of it, when 
Smith, whipping a revolver from his 

| pocket, blazed away af Jennelle. 

_Missing his aim, he broke away from 
the now infuriated crowd and ran 

through Market square, shooting as 

| he ran. Every few yards he blazed 
indiscriminately into the crowds that 
lined the sidewalks. 

Women fied in panic into open store 

doorways and hallways, screaming 
and fainting with fear. The panic 
spread the length of Friend street, up 
which the Greek ran, shooting as he 
ran. 

Close at his heels a mob of men and 
boys, numbering over 500, chased as 


close to him as they dared. When 
the Greek was turning into Friend 
stfeet he blazed away, one bullet 


grazing the forehead.of Michael Roach 
and inflicting an. ugly wound. 

The Greek, running for the chelter 
of a Greek restaurant on Friend 
street, was overtdken by Frank 
Smith, who grabbed him around the 
neck, and in the struggle received an 
| ugiy cut under the ear. 

In the meantime the crowd had sur- 
rounded the Greek and were crying 
out: “Get a rope and lynch him,” 
when Chief of Police Ryan and a de- 

| tail of police charged the crowd and 
arrested the Greek. The officers had 
| great difficulty in restraining thé 
crowd from mob violence, but finally 
succeeded in getting the Greek to the 
| police station under guard. 

Then the officers made a raid on a 
boarding house on Clark’s court and 
made several other arrests.

TUBERCULOSIS CAMP.® 


Editor Quincy Daily Ledger: 

As a regular reader of your daily 
paper, | was somewhat surprised by 
your report of the meeting of the City 
Council in regard to the location of 
the Tuberculosis camp. The various 
opinions as reported in your. daily 
edition—as there rendered—the final 
recommendations; also the recognized 
decision—that the opinion of the 
Board of Health is final that a pri- 
vate institution shall be granted priv- 
ileges,—that the citizen and tax- 
payer have no chance for a hearing 
and no opportunity for redress against 
the same. : 

If a board is dishonest, biased, or 
unfair, who are the citizens to took to 
adjustment.

But if a Board of ‘Health 
thoroughly investigates, 
giving the citizens and taxpayers an 
opportunity to be beard on a question 
of this kind, and then finds they are

I am positive there will be no ob- 
jection from the abutters, and the 
Board will be doing its duity. 

I will ask you in the matter of fair 
play and justice, to render unto these 
citizens the rights they are entitled 
to. That is a public hearing that 
their petition may be fairly and fully 
considered. 

Now to get down tq a_ business 
proposition, | desire it to be distinet- 
ly understood, that the residents of 
this section are not opposed to the 
tuberculosis camp. They believe it a 
geod thing, a long needed necessity, 
and one in which they are all heariily 
in favor of. It was not for this rea- 
son that a petition was sent in ask- 
ing for a public hearing. But these 
That this tuberculosis camp 
is not a city institution, but a private 
affair. Its location is not justifiable 
to existing conditions. That a former 
site on Quincy avenue was selected. 
That certain residents who went to 
City Hall were granted the request 
they asked and it was arranged to 
transfer the camp farther back. Why 
go so far ‘back as Mount Pleasant? 
Why not residents of 
Mount Pleasant the same considera-

One veason given ‘by a member of 
the Anti-Tuberculosis Association for 
the placing of the camp on the Mount 
Pleasant side, is that it is handier and 
cheaper to connect it_with the water 
and sewer, than it would be on the 
Quincy avenue side. 

Now to connect the Quincey avenue 
site with the sewer, you would have 
to commence near Water street, along 
Quincy avenue to Faxon Park Road 
a distance of some 1,500 feet or to 
conneci at the end of Kendrick avenue 
along Faxon Park road to Quiney 
avenue; a distance of about 2600 feet. 
Of course, ‘Mr. H. M. Faxon was very 
generous to donate to the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis association the land free of 


charge, and as Mr. Faxon owns the 


land for 1500 feet on one side of, 


Quincy avenue and practically all the 
land on both sides of ‘Faxon fPark 
road, it would in consideration of 
the gift, be unfair to tax him the a- 


‘'butment tax for sewer ertension. 


Likewise, it is unfair to the small 
taxpayers of

den of expense of a sewer abut- 
ment, Which is not personally a need 
id would not be installed, only 
for this camp for some years to come.

The oddity in this new use of dra- 
pery is that the undergown is made up 
Without tegard to it, as it is dropped 
over like a gauze curtain in a spec- 
tacle The scenic effect, as it 
were, is thereby softened and made 
more alluring. 

No matter what the color of the 
foundation slip may ‘be, bands of 
‘brilliant ribbon are wsed around the 
figure once or twice on the skirt and 
once on the waist. The lower edge 
or hem of the skirt is often of still 
another color, and this is introduced 
into the bodice as a flat neckband and 
deep straight cuffs. 

Under this is put a satin slip, usu- 
ally of a third color, and when the 
frock is almost finished, a drop cur- 
tain of chiffon, in a fourth color, is 
put over the whole thing. 

There is a definite way to manage 
this curtain of gauze, which is called 
the ‘peasant method. It must be gath- 
ered at the round neck,

There is a gown of white and violet 


made up in this way, in which the 
color scheme runs about as follows: 
The satin slip isof white satin in the 
meteor weave that is so supple; it is 
vKanded with gold net. Over this is a 
frock of violet chiffon marquisette, 
which is a comparatively new and 
fashionable fabric; this is banded at 
the hem with a deeper tone of violet 
velvet. Ht has floral ribbon, old blues, 
pinks, and yellows around the figure 
at the waist and skirt, and over the 
whole is dropped a pale smoked gray 
chiffon. 

The belt of this is of gold net veiled 
With gray net, and studded with ame- 
thyst crystals. There is a flat, slight- 
ly low, neck band of violet velvet, be- 
low which is a narrow touch of the 
jeweled adornment ‘that makes the 
belt. 

To soften the round neck there is a 
shallow tucker of white tulle without 
tucks or gathers, and finished off with 
a broad band of bebe velvet ribbon.

CUMMINS ATTACKS TAFT 


In Strong Opposition to President's | 


_ Railroad Policy 

Washington, March 16.—Senator 
Cummins’ attack on the Taft admin- 
istration in connection with the rail- 
road bill was the sensation of the day 
in the senate Tuesday, when the lowa 
insurgent began his three days’ speech 
to secure certain amendments to the 
bill. 

He criticised in the severest terms 
the course of the administration in 
drafting the bill and then expecting 
Republicans to vote for it under pain 


of executive displeasure, and strong- | 
ly intimated that in some respects the | 


bill represented a distinctly backward 
step. 

“A senator must either surrender 
his independence or be in constant 
with the 
chief executive,” said Cummins. “A 
sevator must choose between losing 
the presidential favor arf doing the 
things which bis conscience tells him 


| ought to be done.”

CANADA ABOUT DUE 


President Hints at Undue Dis- 
crimination by Dominion 


Washington, March 16.—“Very 
criical” is the way President Taft 
described the tariff situation between 
the United States aud Canada after 
a lengthy conference with tariff ex- 
perts in his confidence. He wants no 


| inisunderstanding as to the intentions 


of the Unifed States, and in order 
that Canada may not assert that she 
has been misled, he made the stale- 


| ment. 


The administration is extremely de- 
sirous that the Canadians should real- 
ize, while there is yet more than two 
weeks before the expiration of the 
limit in which matters may be ad- 
justed, that as yet the president has 
fuiled to be convinced that Canada

PLAYGROUNDS 


How to Start and Organize Them---Clubs and 
Associations Should Share in the Work

should nevertheless always be a com- 
mittee of citizens especially interested 
in this subject who will work sympa- 
thetiecally with the officials and inter- 
pret for their benefit the playground 
needs and sentiment of the com- 
munity. In many places playground 
organizations are already established. 
Where such is not the case the fol- 
lowing suggestions may be useful. 
The first thing is to be sure that 
there is some one person, man or 
woman, who is thoroughly interested 
in the playground question and who 
will make it his or her ‘business to 


See that the playgrounds are estab- 


lished and carried on in the best pos- 
sible way. If you are not such a 
person yourself, the first thing to do 
is to search for one who is.” There 
may be several such people, hut one 
at least is a prerequisite of success. 
The playground prophet when found 
need not necessarily assume the post 
of leadership. He is needed not as 
a figurehead nor even as a pilot, but 
as driving power. 

Other people interested in play- 
ground work should be got together 
in an informal way and should go to 
work to interest. others, by personal 
visits or by addresses given to organi- 
zations. 

All ‘the ‘people should be, 
possible, enlisted in the cause. The 
following classes and organizations 
are among those who might well be 
consulted and asked to take a share 
in the work, namely: citizens’ asso- 
ciations, improvement organizations, 
educational societies and teachers’ 
clubs; trade unions, women’s clubs, 
churches, Y. M. C. A.; boards of trade, 
the police, representatives of various 
races and creeds, newspaper men and 
leading citizens. Some of these 
classes of course, and it is 
not necessary to include them all, but 


so far as 


overlap, 


‘it is among these that one may profit- 


ably look for help. 

Above all, take people in on the 
ground floor. Don’t ask them to help 
in your work, but show them that the 
work is theirs. 

The first thing is to see that the 
land is secured and that it is the right 
size and sort and in the right loca- 
It is probably better as a rule 
not to raise any other issues until this 
inyportant matter is settled.

A system of playgrounds to satisfy 


its true purpose must provide not for 
children of a special age ‘but for all 
the children. Some of the ground, 
therefore must be large enough to 
meet playgvound needs of the bigger 
boys and girls: for instance, large 
enough for baseball. That means 
that they ought to be at least two 
acres in extent, that grounds of three 
satisfy the requirement 
more economically, and that, 


acres or more 
much 
although no hard and fast rule can 
be laid down, the effort should be 
made in every case to get playgrounds 
of at least the latter size. The 
authoritie® should not be permitted 
easily to conclude that a smaller 
ground satisfies the requirement. 

There should also be a large ath- 
letic field for boys and men over sev- 
enteen years old somewhere on the 
outskiris of the town. 

The playgrounds should be if pos- 
sible so placed that every child, or 
at least the great majority, shall be 
within half a mile of one, that being, 
as experience has shown, the radius 
of full effectiveness of a playground 
for the middle-sized child (say from 
ten to seventeen), for needs 
the school yards are too small. 

Grass is good if it can be made to 
grow. If there is no grass, loam is 
alternately too dusty and too wet; 
cinders or gravel are too scratchy; 
Sand is too soft. A happy mixture, 
with good drainage, is the nearest to 
a prescription that we can come. The 
playground—or at least the several 
parts of it—should be level and rea- 
sonably smooth, "and it is a very great

It has’ been found effective to have 
a petition, addressed to the city coun- 
cil and to the park department, car- 
ried’ around by high school ‘boys to 
the: la*gér taxpayers and other influ- 
encial citizens, and notes made of the 
objections of persons refusing to sign. 
The dissenters can then be visited 
and labored with. 

Various organizations may well 
hold special meetings, hear address- 
es and send supplementary petitions. 
It is a good plan to have playground 
literature and ‘photographs set apart 
in the library. Leaflets and posters 
may be used, as they were in the ref- 
erendum agitation in 

There should always be a news- 
paper campaign, including reports of 
meetings, and also so far as possible 
articles and ‘quotations explaining the 
need and value of playgrounds, and 
meeting objections. The Playground 
Association of America and the Mas- 
sachusetts, Civic League will be glad 
to supply material for such articles. 

It is best-that the playgrounds for 
the larger children should serve also

A still farther sub-division on a large 
playground which is sometimes worth 
making is that of a special place for 
the middlesized boys, say from ten 
to thirteen, these various 
Kinds: of plaxgrounds, namely, those 
for the little children, for the big 
boys, for the big girls, for the grown 
men; cannot-be’ provided on the same 
ground, they should be provided 
separately, There should also be 
somewhere in the town, although 
usually..it. will have to be in the 
suburbs because land is too expen- 
sive, in-connection with ordinary play- 
grounds da‘ place for the big boys and 
men to’plav’ ‘baseball: and there 
ought to be, either in connection with 
such large athletic field or in the pub- 
lic parks, places for young men and 
girls. to play together such games as 
tennis and golf. In any case the fol- 
lowing suggestions as to what*is need- 
ed for each kind of playground will, 
we hope, be found useful. 

The equipment of a playground 
need not ‘be an expensive matter. 
The amount of it will depend largely 
on how much the municipality desires 
to spend. The only apparatus abso- 
lutely necessary consists of back 
Stops and goal posts on the ball field, 
and of sand boxes, swings ‘and seats 
for mothers in the children’s corner. 
Artificial shade should also provided 
in the latter, if there are no trees.

A very good thing in a children's 
corner is some sort of inclined plane 
for the children to run and roll down. 
A grassy bank is the best thing. If 
there is no such bank, near which the 
sand box and seats can (be placed, a 
smooth board tilted up a little at the 
end and fastened so that it will not 
come down is a very fair substitute. 
It can be supported, for instance, on 
‘an inverted box, to which it should be 
hooked, with a step for ascending on 
the other side of the box. 
| For the bigger children in the 
| children’s corner a permanent slide is 
{about the most popular sort of appa- 
ratus; except the swings. There are 
‘several kinds of slides. 

A piece of apparatus that children 
will use all day long is a_ trapeze. 
This is a swing that you hang from 
instead of Sitting on it, and consists 
of a smooth round iron bar hung from 
a cross beam which should be about 
ten or twelve feet high. There should 
be a platform approached by steps for 
the children to jump from so that they 
,can catch the bar and see how far 
'they can swing. The height of the 
bar should ‘be such that the children 
can run under it without stooping and

The teeter ladder is to the tilt what 
the trapeze is to the swing; that is to 
Say, it is a horizontal ladder that you 
hang onto from below instead of a 
board to sit on. Teeter ladders should 
hever be ‘put So high that the children 
cannot reach them standing on the 
ground; and the ground should be 
kept soft beheath them. Many play- 
ground people consider them danger- 
ous. 

The giant stride is a favorite. It 
is a tall post with a swivel at the 
top from which descend ropes as from 
a May pole. The children take the 
ropes and run round and are taken off 
‘their feet by conivfugal force. 

Horizontal ladders to go hand over 
hand under will be appreciated; and 
I believe that eventually playgrounds 
will have groups of ladders and slid- 
ing poles fixed so that the children- 
can play tag on them. 

It is well to state again that of all 
the apparatus here enumerated only 


the sand box, the swings: and the- 


shelter (if there are no trees) are 
necessary, or of any great importance 
in starting out. 

For the big girls, if your playground 
has the necessary space and seclusion 
for them ,there should be basket ball 
posts, jumping standards, and a vault- 
ing horse, besides plenty of room for 
the livelier games of the prisoneis’ 
base or white - men -and - Indians 
variety.

It may ‘be advisable, when the play- 
ground is fully developed, to have a 
special place with a little apparatus, 
separate from the children’s cotner, 
for the boys who do not happen to 
care for baseball or football, or who 
do not belong to the gang, or are not 
sufficiently expert to be members of 
any regular Such apparatus 
will be found to employ more boys to 
the square foot than will the jball 
field. 

The boys’ corner if it is separated 
off from the ball field, should have 
room for at least one good running 
gamé of the prisoners’ base variety. 
Its apparatus should include two or 
three trapezes with steps to jump 
from, flying rings, sliding poles, a 
horizontal ladder, a horizontal bar, 
vaulting buck. If vou have

well to furnish the more expensive 
things, such as footballs and basket- 
balls.

mits come perhaps on the border line 
and may be classed as optional. 

The occupants of the children’s cor- 
ner will use as many playthings as 
you will provide, and there is no harm 
in such provision if the things are 
such as the children really care to 
use. The best form of playthings is 
a set of brick-shaped blocks, but carts, 
driving reins and many other things 
will be appreciated and used. Ring 
toss is a game worth providing. 

Play grounds are as a rule the most 
hideous and homesick looking places 
in the town. This is not a necessary 
attribute, and may ‘be combated by 
vines and later by hedges, and even 
shrubs in the corners of the grounds. 
The girls’ ground if you have one, 
should be separated by such means 
from the rest. Big trees, which will 
eventually give shade, should ‘be plant- 
ed along the edge and in the children’s 
corner. Children’s gardens improve 
the looks of a playground very much, 
are valuable educationally, and may 
well be combined with playgrounde, 
each child being given a garden of 
about 25 square feet. They should 
preferably be carried on by the public 
schoo! authorities. The strip in 
which they are placed may be the one 
in which the trees are planted along 
the edge of the playground. If this 
is about ten feet wide, each child's 
garden should be about two and one- 
half feet across, with paths running 
between so as to divide the gardens 
into pairs.

Keene's Brokers Cleaned Up a 
‘Profit of $350,000 


DID NOT HAVE HIS CONSENT 


— 
Financier Says-He Made Protest, as 


He Was Astonished When He 
Learned What Had Been Done With 
Stock of Pool of Which He Was 
Manager—Sales Made Under Agree- 
ment Which He Had Forgotten 


New York, March 18.-—More light 
on the events leading up to the col- 
lapse of the poole in the stock of the 
Columbus and Hocking Coal and Iron 
company has been shed by James R. 
Keene, who stated in a hearing of the 
bankrupt@y ‘proceedings of the J. M. 
Fiske company that a large block ol 
his holdings in the pool were sold 
short by a firm of brokers with whom 
he “had “dealings ‘the day before the 
collapse and the day of it, and that 
a prdéfit of $350,000 was realized. 

Keene Said the stock was used 
without his consent or knowledge 
and’ that he was astonished when he 
learned what had been done with it. 
He declared that he had not sold the 
stock himself, nor did he share in the 
profit .* . 

Keene is to be the star witness in 
the resumption of the hearing next 
Wednesday. In thé meantime he is 
going into the country to rest. He 
looked weak and ill on the stand and 
said that he was in poor health. He 
said that during his sojourn he would 
try to familiarize thimself with other 
subjects that the representative ot 
the Fiske company wishes to know 
and testify concerning them. 
pose. The firm had actually sold short 
actual possession of 6100 shares of the 
stock, the holding of Keene in the 
pool of which he was manager, and 
when called to to make delivery on 
the short sale they took more than 
4000 shares of this stock for that pur- 
pose. The firm had actually sold short 
more than 6000 shares, but the failure 
of one firm made it necessary to make 
delivery for only between 4000 and 
5u00 shares. 

3y the pool agreement Keene was 
not to sell any of the pool stock, and 
he testified that he was surprised and 
indignant when, on Feb. 23, for the 
first time, he had heard what the 
brokers had done. But, he said, they 
showed him they were well within 
their rights by virtue of an agreement 
madé five years before which gave 
them the right to use at any time fon 
themselves Or’their enstomers stock 
Keene was carrying with them and on 
which they had loaned.. 

The stock was sold all the way from 
$70 to $SS a share, and the price now 
is $13. The profits on the short sale 
made*by the brokers for which Keene’s 
stock was used for delivery was about 

350,000. Keene disclaims any profit 
in this transaction or any knowledge 
of it, but the accounts of the brokers 
show that from April 26 to Dec. 9 he 
sold 7300eshares of the stock, which 
cost from $]8 to $30, at prices rang- 
ing from-$61 to $89, with a total profit 
of more than $200,000.

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ASTER SUNDAY in a prison | 
is welcomed as one of the} 
great days of the year, when | 
AL there is a little extra in-| 
euiemnce in the way of eating and| 

Qt and some relaxation in the 
usual discipline. The prison officials 
endeavor as far as possible to make | 
the day a little different from the usual 
Sunday, though, with the best inten- 
tions, they cannot do much. 

Easter Sunday begins for the prison- | 
ers at about half past 7, when the! 
great prison bell rings and the guards | 
unlock the cell doors, A way down the | 
corridor you hear the stamp, stamp, | 
as of an advancing giant. Line after | 
line of black and gray striped figures | 
march out on their way to breakfast. 

The messroom, with its rows of desk- | 
like tables, capable of seating more | 
than a thousand men, looks like an im- 
mense schoolroom. At the end of each 
table is a great pile of bread cut in| 
thick slices, beside which stands Fi 
keeper. Each man on taking his seat 
finds before him a tin plate containing | 
his breakfast, a pint of coffee, a slice 
of bread and a knife and fork. If he 
wants more bread he holds up his 
right hand and the guard at the end | 
of the table passes it to him. By hold- | 
ing up his plate or cup he can get more | 
coffee or whatever there may be for} 
breakfast. Waste is avoided, but no 
man need go away from the table un- | 
satisfied. After a busy quarter of an 
hour the keeper in charge of the first 
company knocks on the table, and the 
men in his charge, some fifty or sixty, 
rise at once and form into line, each 
carrying his knife and fork in his 
hand. The keeper takes his station 
at the door, and as each man passes | 
out he must deposit his knife and fork 
in the box provided for that purpose. 

If the day is fine the men are, 
marched around the yard for half an 
hour, still keeping their formation, and | 
a strange sight it is to see the long! 
lines of men marching in andoutaround | 
the bullding in endless procession. | 

Exercises over, away they march to! 
the chapel, which, owing to the ef- 
forts of the chaplain and his friends, 
is decorated with flowers and plants | 
disposed so as to hide as much as pos- | 
sible the telltale tars and other sugges- 
tive items. Each man as he enters re.

ceives a printed program of the serv- 
ices, containing also the hymns*to be 
sung by the congregation. For weeks 
previously the prison choir has been | 
practicing Easter music, and, as a rule, 
the prison choir is quite competent to 
give as good a choral service as those 
of a great nlany city churches,’ there | 
being no lack of well trained voices, 
even a male soprano voice being far | 
from unusual. 

The religious services are brief, most 
of the time being taken up by the 
choir. The whole is over in about an 
hour and a half. Then comes the 
march back to the cells, each man re- 
ceiving as he passes the mess room a 
tin containing his afternoon meal, 
which consists .of three hard boiled 
eggs, some cold potatoes and as much 
bread as he cares to take. Taking his 
place at the lever which locks every 
door on that gallery, the keeper waits 
until each man is in his place. At the 
signal each door is closed with a bang, 
snap goes the lever, and fifty doors 
are securely locked. Then comes the 
count. Each man stards behind his} 
door, which, being formed of iron 
bars, permits him to be plainly seen, 
and as the keeper knocks with his key 
in passing answers “Here.” A second 
keeper repeats the count, and then for 
the present each man is left to the en- 
joyment of his own company. 

At 12 o'clock the prison wakes up 
again a little as the mess room waiters 
pass from door to door with great cans 
of boiling coffee. Soon al! is quiet 
again, and little can be heard as the 
afternoon drags along except the soft 
footfall of the felt shod patrol or an 
impatient sigh from a wakeful prison- 
er. At 5 o'clock fresh water is served 
out to each man, and his lamp is licht- 
ed. Slowly the time drags along until 
9 o'clock, when at the striking of the 
prison gong all lights are put out. The 
great prison is soon as quiet as a city 
of the dead, and Easter Sunday has 
passed.—New York Evening Post.

The matter of ousting him entirely 
was seriously considered more than 
once yesterday afternoon. The Dem- 
ocrats will vote with the “insurgents,” 
and their combined strength is 201, 
while the total of the “regular” Re- 
publicans is 188, leaving the enemy a 
majority of 13. 

A lull, not a truce, was declared in 
the greatest parliamentary struggle in 
the history of the congress of the 
United States at 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, after being in session two 
days and an entire night, and while 
fourteen of the insurgents voted with 
the regulars for an adjournment until 
noon today, the result conveys no 
significance and means anything other 
than that they have relented their de- 
termination to end Cannonism for all 
time. 

Numerous conferences were held 
between the leaders of the rival camps 
looking to some sort of adjustment, 
but none resulted. 

The Norris amendment cutting off 
Cannon's powers will come up. at 
noon, and it will be the verse of 
Uncle Joe’s swan song.

The 
“insurgents” confidently claim that 
when the final vote is taken on the 
Norris resolution, their total vote 
will be 33, which combined with the 
full Democratic vote would be more 
than a safe majority of the house.

The regulars’ mood is a_ waiting 
one.

6,200 DOUGHNUTS IN 32 DAYE 


Goes 


Tarr of Brunswick, Me., 
After a Record. 
There is a woman in Brunswick, 
Me., Mrs. Lizzie Tarr. who has some- 
thing of a Jocai reputation as a dough- 
nut maker, Recently she went after the 
doughnut recerd and in thirty-two 
days made a trifie more than 5,200 
doughnuts. This was done in odd mo- 
ments when she was not caring for 
and feeding and doing housework for 
her husband, herself and fifteen chil- 

dren. 

Mrs. Tarr’s recipe for molasses 
doughnuts, which she considers the 
best product of ber kitchen, is as fol- 
lows: 

One cupful ef sour milk, one-half 
cupful of New Orleans molasses, one 
even teaspoonful of ginger, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of 
soda, one egg. four cupfuls of flour 
and a dash of nutmeg. 

She adds this information about the 
making: 

“The frying is the most important. 
You must not get the lard too hot or 
the doughnuts will brown on the out- 
side before they are fully cooked 
through. When you have put them in 
the fat they will sink to the bottom, 
and the lard must be hot enough so 
they will rise quickly to the top. If 
you can get the real old New Orleans 
molasses it will give a wonderfully 
rich, light color to the doughnuts.”

FOUR MILLION YEARS OLD 


Geologists Use Salt to Determine Age 
of Old Mother Earth 

Chicago, March 21.—The jealously 
guarded secret of Mother Earth's age 
has at last been revealed, and it was 
the ocean that gave it away. Accord- 
ing to the Journal of Geology, issued 
from the university of Chicago press, 
the earth is 4,000,000 years old.

_ THE PANAMA CANAL. 


The comments of Admiral R. D. 
Evans on the Panama canal in the 
March number of Hamptons Magazine 


are of interest. He says: 

“The distance from New York to 
Los Angeles via the Panama Canal 
is in round numbers five’ thousand 
miles. A 6000 tons capacity steamer 
loaded with oranges, or other fresh 
fruit, steaming at the rate of only 
twelve knots per hour, would cover 
ithe distance in eighteen days. If we 


allow one day for the steamer passing 
through the canal, her total time

| “If the vessel were run 
for the fruit trade, this time could be 
reduced by several days. A ship of 
sixteen knots speed such as those now 
used in the West Indies fruit trade, 
would make the trip in just fourteen

“The time for rail freights 
the continent varies from twenty to 
sixty days. It will therefore ‘be 
seen that the steamer could, in all 
cases, land her freight in a shorter 
time. This means that many kinds of 
ifreight would be delivered in better 
‘condition and for one third the price 
now charged by the railroads.”

William E. Curtis, the well known 
journalist who recently published in 
a Chicago paper a posthumous nar- 
rative by former Senator Thomas C. 
Platt of New York telling how Mr 
Platt aspired to be secretary of the 
treasury and failed, was born at Akron, 
O., on Nov. 5, 1850, the son of a Pres- 
byterian clergyman. When about four- 


_ teen years of age he lived with his fa- 


ther in a small village in the center of 
New York. An old gentleman who 
held the office of village musician was 
at the same time the editor of an in-| 
significant paper called the Home 
News. To pay for his music lessons 
W. E. Curtis went as a general help to 
this office, where he also learned type- 
setting. Two years later he entered 
college at Western Reserye, O. 


After 
the end of his freshman year his fa- | 
ther told him that he had no more} 
means to pay for his education, as bis | 
older brother had the first claim, and | 
he must work until his brother had 
finished his studies. | 

Undismayed, he went to the Leader 
office at Cleveland to get a job at type-

ber, 1886, when be accepted a more | 
lucrative offer from the Chicago Daily | 
News at the head of its Washington | 
bureau. | 

Since 1887 he has been the special | 
Washington correspondent of the Chi- | 
cago Record and Record-Herald. He 
missions, including that of director | 
of the bureau of American republics | 
at Washington for three years. He 
is the author of many books and lives | 
in Washington. j

GANNON STICKS 
TO SPEAKERSHIP 


Wins Great Personal Triumph 
In Midst ot Defeat 


HE IS SHORN OF HIS POWER 


Dropped From Rules Committee by 
Allied Forces of Democrats and In- 
surgent Republicans—Latter Balk 
at Move to Declare Speakership Va- 
cant—Uncle Joe Defies Enemies tc 
Proceed to Election of New Speaker 


Washington, March 21.—Joseph 


Gurney Cannon of Danville., [ls., is 
still speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, but he lost the ancient 
prestige and weapon of that office 
when the allied Republican insurgents 


and Democrats took from him not only 
the chairmanship of, but even mem- 
bership in, the all-powerfull commit- 
tee on rules, the chief asset in his 
stock of power. 

Amid scenes of wildest disorder, 
for the like of which one must go back 
to the exciting days just prior to the 
Civil war—perhaps even those times 
might not duplicate it—the veteran 
speaker, almost 74, stood erect and 
defiant, his head “bloodied but un- 
bowed.” 

And at the end, when a big Texas 
Democrat accepted the speaker's dar- 
ing challenge and introduced a resolu 
tion to fling him out of the speaker- 
ship, the Republicans, regulars and 
insurgents, with few exceptions, ral- 
Hed with almost unbroken party front 
and gave him a vote which almost off- 
set the “repudiation of Cannonism.” 

3v a vote of 191 to 155, the Repub- 
Nean Insurgents voting solidly with 
the Democrats, the house adopted th 
resolution of Representative Norris, 
Republican, of Nebraska, requiring 
a reorganization of the rules of the 
mittee, increasing its membershi| 
from. five to ten, and declaring the 
speaker ineligible to membershij 
thereon. 

By the curiously identical vote ot 
191 to 155—but with a decidedly dif- 


| ferent personnel—the house defeated 


a resolution of Representative Bur- 
leson of Texas, declaring the speak- 
ship vacant and ordering an immedi- 
ate election of a successor to Cannon. 

The Norris resolution which was 
adopted is #s follows: 

“There shall be a 
rnles, elected by the 


committee on 
house (hitherto 
the committee of five, like all other 
house committtees, has been appoint- 
ed by the speaker), consisting of ten 
members, six of whom shall be mem- 
bers of the majority party and four of 
whom shall be members of the minor- 
ity party. The speaker shall not be 
a member of the committee, and the 
committee shall clect ifs own chair- 
man from its own members. 

“Resolved, further, That within 
ten days after the adoption of this res- 
olution there shall be an election of 
this committee, and immediately upon 
its election the present committee on 
rules shall be dissolved.” 

Here is the resolution of Burleson, 
which was defeated: 

“Resolved, That the office of 
speaker of the house of representa- 
tives is hereby declared to be vacant 
and the house of representatives shall 
at once proceed to the election of a 
speaker.” 

Speaker Cannon declined to com- 
ment upon the. extraordinary events 
of the day. A newspaper man ap- 
proached him in his office and asked 
what he had to say about his “vie- 
tory.” 

“O, nothing at all, I guess. There 
isn’t any conmnent for me to make. 
Besides, you will have your papers 
full anyway, and you don’t need any 
comment from me.” 

“But hasn't the newly-elected 
speaker any announcement to make of 
his future policy?” 

The speaker laughed. “I'll just 
keep on speaking and praying,” he 
said. 

The oldest man in congress makes 
no pretense of remembering any paral- 
lels for the sensational scenes which 
have characterized the past few days. 
‘There were no comments when it 
looked as though the preponderantly 
Republican house might even cap the 
climax by electing Champ Clark 
speaker. 2 

In fact, not only was this actually 
proposed in a motion by Mr. Clark 
(Fla.), bunt Cannon himself, in his 
‘defi’ to the house, declared that his 
enemies should be consistent and pro- 
ceed to the election of a Democratic 
speaker. 

Indeed, it was this challenge to the 
house, daring as it was, which, ‘in- 
stantly provoking the Burleson reson- 
lution for his dethronement. turned 
the tide again in his favor, and rallied 
the Republicans, regulars and insur- 
gents, together with few exceptions 
to the point of what may well be 
termed a vote of confidence. 

Through it all the aged speaker, in- 
variably calm, stoical, consistent to 
the end, stood-in his place, pis gavel, 
with steady thumps upon his desk, 
punctuating the riotous confusion. 
Upon the conclusion of the vote which 
cast him out of his place of power at 
the head of the rules committee, he 
asked “the indulgence of the house 
for three minutes,” and made a short 


| speech in defense of iis attitude, the 
history-making action closing with the 
| singing by nearly all présent “For He’s 
a Jolly Good Fellow.” 

Every one of the insurgents who re- 
fused to vote to depose the speaker 
after whipping hiny on the Nofris bil! 
is mad clean through over the speech 
of the speaker at the Illinois Repub- 
lican association banquet Saturday 
night, when Cannon denouticed them 
as “the cowardly members of congress 
without the courage of their convic- 
tions.” 

A motion to declare the speakership 
vacant is in order at any time in the 
house, and leading insurgents believe 
that the precedent for its use, estab- 
lished Saturday, may be invoked 
soon. 

All factions admit that the three 
days’ battle was but the commence- 
ment of a great political war, and 
even in the senate the fear of the in- 
surgent conflagration spreading is ex- 
pressed.

In retaliation for the alleged neg- 
lect of the farmers’ interests for the 
advantage of the big contractors and 
the railroads, the meeting adopted a 
resolution pledging to vote against any 
state official who does not pledge hini- 
self to vote for jegislation which wil!

New York, March 22.—Out of the 
thass of promising genéralities which 
has characterized the fire insurance 
Inquiry there cropped up testimony 
that three foreign reinsurance com- 
panies paid handsomely to have the 
so-called Grady reinsurance — bil! 
passed by the legislature at Albany in 
1904. 

The bill was passed and is still a 
law, notwithstanding that it was op- 
domestic companies, who 
Bubscribed $10,000 for the purpose.

Civil service reform means getting 
the best people for service for the city, 


the state, the country, and not putting , 


up with fiffh rate men and fifth rate 
work. Grover Cleveland and the presi- 
dents that followed him were favorable 
to civil service rule.. It worked well 
with the postmasters and 
men were retained instead of a change 
being made every time a new president 
came in. 

Civil service is the foundation of all 
civie life, it quickened patriotism and 
love of right. ‘Mrs. Wood explained the 
Spanish War Veterans’ bill which 
came up every year at the state house 
and told why it should ibe voted down. 
A man should be qualified for the 
position he wishes to fill and not be 
given it because he carried a gun and 
went to war. It should be the 
man available for every position and 
results would be the good service the 
publit had a right to expect and de- 
mand. 

Mrs. Wood favored 
service reform in the schools that chil- 
dren be taught to stand up for the 
right, to see that it is just as wrong 
for a man to pay a political debt with

DUE WARNING 


No Driving From Party Ranks to 
Menace Republican Success 


MUST STAY IN BACKGROUND 


Regulars Struggling to Keep Speaker 
Suppressed, to Avoid Outbreak 
Which Would Undoubtedly Follow 
Should He Attack Insurgents—Lat- 
ter Will Precipitate Fight If Uncle 
Joe Should Get Too Busy 


Washinston, March 23.—Speaker 


' Cannon is discovering that he can no 


longer rule the regular Republicans of 
the house. It is evident now that he 
mistook the vote by which the house 
refused to declare the speakership va- 
cant as a wholesale indorsement of 
his right to continue to dictate. He 


‘has learned that many of his support- 


ers in the recent contest in the house 
intended to insist that he shall remain 
in the background from this time on. 

If he had his way the insurgent Re- 
publicans would be ignored or fought 
to the bitter end every time they at- 
tempted to participate in the deliber- 
ations of the house; but he will not 
have his way. It.has been a painful 
duty for some of the old-time regu- 
lars to inform him that he must real-' 
{ze that he is no longer the master of 
but its servant. 

The speaker can see no reason why 
the insurgent Republicans should not, 
be “driven out of the party.” It galls 


| him mightily to be forced to consent 
| that they shall be recognized from this 


time on as a factor to be reckoned 
with in the house. 


Soon after the adjournment of con- 


, gress last summer the speaker in pub- 


lic addresses attempted to read the 
insurgents out of the party, and he 
still believes that he was right in 
what he said in those speeches. 

The interesting feature of the situa- 
tion in the house as it exists today is 
the maneuvering of a majority of the 
regular Republicans in the body to 
keep the “Iron duke” from Illinois 
from precipitating another outbreak 
by attacking the insurgents. Of 
course the speaker has his supporters 
among the regulars. A goodly num- 
ber of his old-time friends object 
most strenuously to this effort to sup- 
press him. 

The attitude of the regulars who are 
bent on keeping the speaker sup- 
pressed is that no good could possibly 
come from carrying the fight further 
at this time. They are trying to im- 
press upon the speaker that if he 
should goad the insurgents into an- 
other contest they would, with the 
cooperation of the Democrats, surely 
take away from him the right to make 
up the standing committees of the 
house. 

Moreover, they point out that un- 
less a truce can be established it will 
be utterly impossible to enact any 
legislation at this session. They are 
telling the speaker that if congress 
should adjourn without putting 
through any of the president's meas- 
ures the country would surely punish 
the party at the elections next fall. 

The speaker listens to all this ad- 
vice without giving anybody assur- 
ances as to what his future course 
will be. He has promised to be good 
until the work of making up the new 
committee on rules is out of the way. 
And yet, he is plainly indicating that 
he intends to have a hand in making 
up this committee. He has let his in- 
fluential friends on the floor of the 
house know that he must be consulted 
before the six Republicans who are 
to go on this committee are chosen 

There is a good deal of quiet talk 
among the insurgents to the affect 
that if the speaker gets too busy in 
connection with the formation of the 
new committee they will take a hand 
themselves. They had _ practically 
agreed among themselves not to ask

This atti- 
the insurgents say, will be main- 
tained by themselves unless they be- 
eame convinced that Cannon  pro- 
poses to dictate the make-up of the 
new committee.

HIS POLICIES 


NOT FOLLOWED 


What Pinchot Will Tell Roose- 
velt When He Meets Him 


HE IS SUMMONED TO EUROPE 


Belief That Will 
Break Silence When He Hears Story 


Former President 


of His Staunch Supporter Regarding 
Political Affairs In United States— 
Carries Messages From Some ot 
Roosevelt's Strong Backers 


Washington, March 23.—Gifford 
Pinchot, the deposed forester, is on 
his way to Europe in response to a 
cablegram from Theodore Roosevelt. 
It is just learned that the intimate 
friend of Roosevelt left Washington 
last Friday afternoon and sailed from 
New York Saturday in response to an 
urgent request from the former pres- 
ident that he be informed at the ear- 
liest possible moment of the present 
state of political affairs in the United 
States. Pinchot hopes to meet the 
returning hunfer at Naples. 

The fact that Roosevelt has called 
Pinchot to advise him as to the many 
events of imporiance which have 
transpired during his absence is re- 
garded in Washington as extremely 
significant. It is known that Roose- 
yelt has received scores of letters 
from friends of the administration 
acquainting him of the criticism to 
which Mr. Taft and his officials have 
been subjected and explaining the 
source of the criticism. 

The fact that the former president 
has seen fit to call upon Pinchot for 
a personal interview Is taken to mean 
that Roosevelt is wavering about the 
advisibility of keeping absolutely 
quiet after his return to the United 
States. 

Aside from the newspaper corre- 
spondents who were his personal 
friends during his administration, 
Roosevelt has thus far been informed 
of the political events in the United 
States since his departure only by 
means of occasional newspapers and 
correspondence. He will now be in- 
formed of existing conditions by one 
of his most intimate friends. 


Pinchot’s departure for Europe was 


made ostensibly for the 
meeting a member of his 
Copenhagen. When the 
came known, however, a friend of the 
family admitted that before Pinchot 
had been in Europe many days he 
would find it convenient to get into 
touch with Roosevelt. 

While he is primarily interested in 
the Rallinger-Pinchot investigation 
and willl acquaint the former president 
with his side of the case, it is believed 
that he also carries messages from a 
number of men who were prominently 
identified with the Roosevelt admin- 
istration, among them being James 
R. Garfield, who was succeeded as 
secretary of the interior by Richard 
A. Ballinger. 

Pinchot’s mission is believed to be 
to point out to Roosevelt that he can- 
not possibly continue his policy of re- 
maining silent on things political after 
he returns to the United States. He 
will state with utmost frankness that 
the Roosevelt policies are not being 
carried out and that it is up to Roose- 
velt to avoid at all costs any expres- 
sion of opinion which would be con- 
strued as an indorsement of the pres- 
ent administration and _ indirectly, 
however unintentionally, reflect upon 
his old friends who have been striving 
to carry out his policies. Whether 
Pinchot will be able to turn the form- 
er president from his determination 
to keep silent upon his return home 
is a matter of conjecture.

Boston, March 23.—Eugene N. 
| Foss was elected to congress from the 
Fourteenth district William R. 
Buchanan, the Republican candidate, 
by 2a majority of 5640 votes. 

His victory is one of the most re- 

markable ever recorded in the politi- 
cal history of Massachusetts. Foss 
; accomplished what was regarded as a 
political impossibility by turning a 
Republican majority of 14,250 into a 
Democratic victory. He received 
' 14,980 votes, as agginst 9340 
ceived by his opponent. 

The victory of Foss is considered of 
| national importance because of the is- 
involved in the contest.

City Council to Settle 


It would seem as though the City 
Council had other lengthy meetings 
ahead, for when the matter of grant- 
ing permits to transport liquor comes 
up it is sure to create a great deal of 
debate. While some of the Council 
Will doubtless oppose the granting of 
any at all, there are .quite a few, who 
While favoring No-license, do not 


think the Council shou!d put itself on 


record of violating the law. 

Then, if but one permit was grant- 
ed and that man was allowed to put 
m ull the teams he desires, the privi- 
lege would be worth many thousands 
of dollars to him. Some people have 


even gone as far as to state that in 


the exclusive right to 
transport liquor into Quincy for one 
year would be worth $25,000 to the 
who held it. 


That there is big money in the 
transportation of liquor is shown by 
the fact that the expressing on a case 
of beer is twenty-five cents, the 
charge made by the expressman, who 


is also given another twenty-five 
cents by the firm from whom he buys 
the beer in Boston. Thus he gets 
fifty cents profit on every case tran- 
sported. Some of the expressmen 
bring as many as fifty cases of beer 
to town a day giving them $25 for 
their day’s work. 

One or two novel suggestions were 
made at the hearing before the Com- 
mittee on Licenses Monday evening in 
the matter of granting permits to 
t port liquor.

DANIEL’S DEBT TO GRANT. 


How the Virginia Senator's Life Was 
Saved by the Famous General. 
Senator John Warwick Daniel of Vir- 
ginia, who was born in Lynchburg, 
Va., on Sept. 5, 1842, while a guest of 
the Hamilton «lub at Chicago some 
years ago told the following story of 

an event in his life: 

“l am going to tell you an incident 
in the life of General Ulysses S. Grant 
which has never appeared in priut that 
I know of, but which happened to 
come within my cognizance,” said 
Senator Daniel. 

“Along in January or February, 1865, 
a young Virginia soldier, about seven- 
teen or @ighteen years of age (and I 
Want you to understand that every 
boy in Virginia from thirteen to four- 
teen years of age upward was carry 
ing arms at the time), was instructed 
by his commander, who was Colone 
John S. Mosby, to cross the Potomac 
to a certain postofice in Maryland 
and bring to him the mail. He wanted 

,it for the military information he 
could get out of it. 

“This young man was in his full 
Confederate uniform and, with a com 
rade or two, proceeded to execute the

order. He arrived at the postoffice, 
and the inconvenient postmaster sbow- 
ed fight. He killed him. He got the 
mail and brought it and delivered it 
to his commander. A short time after- 
ward he was captured. He was taken 
to the city, ef Washington. He was 
court martialed and condemned to be 
shot for murder.

be used annually for minor improve- 
ments and care of grounds. Only re- 
cently Mr. and Mrs. Albert Crane have 
expended about $65,000, more than the 
original cost of the building, in mak- 
ing the addition on the Spear street 
side, which provides not only for all 
the books of the Library, but also a 
children’s room and other improve- 
ments. 

Thus it is known that the Crane 
family have expended fully $175,000 in 
Quincy, and given the city a ‘beauty 
spot. The city should not force the 
family under these circumstances to 
expend $4,000 to $5,000 more to com- 
plete the improvement by the purchase 
of the property of the Quincy ‘Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company, which com- 


prises but 2,834 square feet of land. 
Quincy should now show its apprecia- 
tion of all the family has done by 
voting promptly the amount required 
to secure the corner lot and then 
remove the building which hides the 
beautiful Library from view. 

The total expense to Quincy for the 
maintenance of this Library is but 
$9,000 per year. This includes the 
replacing and purchase of books, 
periodicals, binding, printing, salaries 
and assistance, fuel lighting, miscel- 
laneous, catalogue and insurance. The 
care of the grounds, it will be 
ticed is not included in these items, as 
the fund of the Crane family provides 
for it. As the interest on $175,000 at 
four per cent would amount to $7,000 
the family are really contributing 
that amount annually to the city of 
Quincy. Shall we do a little in appre- 
ciation?

Important Decision Filed by the Mas-

LEGISLATION IS — 


IN BACKGROUND 


Washington ‘Dazed by Recent 
Important Political Events 


FOSS’ ELECTION GAPS CLIMAX 


Pinchot’s Departure For Europe to 
Confer With Roosevelt Also Adds to 
List of Shocks Experienced by Re- 
publican Leaders—Striving to Gath- 
er Strength as Shade of Former 
President Looms Larger Than Ever 


Washington, March 24.—The pol- 
iticians here are dazed by the rapidity 
with which’events of high political 
import are succeeding each other. 
Legislation is forgotten and for the 
moment Washington is boiling with 
excited discussion. 

From the series of repeated shocks 
which the Republican leaders have 
suffered, capped by the election to 
congress of Eugene N. Foss on a 
Democratic ticket in the largest Re- 
publican district in Massachusetts, a 
situation of political panic has devel- 
oped. The more important of recent 
political developments may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

First, Speaker Cannon shorn of his 
power by a combination of insurgent 
Republicans and Democrats. 

Second, Theodore Roosevelt, con- 
fused by the reports that reached him 
at Khartoum as to political condi- 
tions at home, cables Gifford Pinchot, 
the deposed United States forester, to 
meet him in southern Europe. Pin- 
chot goes. 

Third, Engene N. Foss, an insur- 
gent Republican running for congress 
in the Fourteenth Massachusetts dis- 
trict as a Democrat, reverses a Re- 
publican plurality of over 5000. 

Fourth, President Taft in his trav- 
els continues to laud the new tariff 
law. 

Fifth, at a banquet at Providence, 
President Taft extolled the virtues of 
Nelson W. Aldrich, the leader of the 
senate, and Aldrich in turn praised 
the president. 

Sixth, Announcement is made that 
James R. Garfield, who was secré- 
tary of the interior under Roosevelt, 
will not be a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for governor of 
Ohio because he is not in sympathy 
with the Taft administration and will 
soon make a speech in Ohio criticising 
it. 

Seventh, The regulars in the senate 
bow to the will of the opposition and 
permit an important bill which they 
said should go to the committee on 
foreign relations to ®o to the .new 
committee on conservation. 

Of the developments of the last two 
days, the departure of Pinchot to 
Europe to meet Roosevelt and the 
election of Foss by such an overwhelm- 
ing plurality, it will be difficult to say 
which is attracting the more attention 
here at the capitol. 

It cannot be questioned that the 
Republican leaders realize they must 
do everything possible to put their 
house in order. 
tion hag been a matter of constant 
discussion among the individuals of 
the Taft cabinet, and it can be said 
upon authority that the administra- 
tion is gathering to itself all the 
strength it can muster. The shade 
of Roosevelt looms larger than ever 
and the advancing shadow is taken 
to point the path for President Taft 
and his advisers to follow. In other 
words, the administration is prepar- 
ing a definite plan with which to con- 
vince the country that it is doing all 
it can to embody the Roosevelt poli- 
icies in law. 

It can be said upon authority also 
that the Taft administration as such 
as yet without definite assurances 
from Roosevelt as to how he views 
the present situation in the Republi- 
can party. He has made it known to 
several friends here that he has full 
2onfidence in William H. Taft, but 
the political problems with which 
Roosevelt is expected to deal do not 
all relate to the Taft administration.

HAD AN AUTOMATIC REVOLVER 


Fires a Hundred Shots After Sending 
Bullets Into Hearts of Porter and 
Conductor of Train—is Shot to Death 
When Stream of Water Directed by 
Firemen Drives Him From Shelter 
Wilmington, Del., 

exciting battle in which 

were killed occurred on a north-bound 

Baltimore and Ohio ralroad train.

Several persons were wounded in 
the affray which oceurred at the 
Delaware avenue station here upon 
the arrival of the train last night. 

The triple tragedy was the result of 
an altercation between J. H. Bethea, 
who was a passenger, and Samuel 
Williams, the porter in the Pullman 
parlor car Mercury, bound from 
Washington to Jersey City. 

Bethea, who had been drinking 
heavily, shot the porter through the 
heart, killing him instantly. When 
Conductor O. B. Wellman saw the 
porter fall and ran to the scene to 
remonstrate with the passenger, who 
still held the smoking revolver in his 
hand, Bethea fired a second shot into 
the negro’s body. 

Then, without a word, Bethea shot 
Wellman through the heart. The con- 
ductor fell dead in his tracks. 

Kefore the passengers could inter- 
fere, Bethea barricaded himself in 
the toilet room of the Pulman car and 
threatened to kill the first person who 
approached. Meanwhile the train 
reached Wilmington. 

When it came into the station a 
hurry call was sent to the police sta- 
tion. A squad of patrolmen, rein- 
forced by park guards and a posse of 


citizens and trainmen, ran to the 
scene, 
The police called upon Bethea to 


surrender. In answer he opened the 
door of the toilet room a short dis- 
tance and opened fire on the polig¢e 
and the crowd with an automatic re- 
volver. 

Bethea is believed to have had at 
least 100 rounds of ammunition, for 
he succeeded in holding a 
bay and also held up the train from 
6:17 until 6:35. During this time 
many shots were fired by him and by 
the others, until finally all the win- 
dows in the car were’ shattered. 

Travel over the Baltimore and Ohio 
jrailroad was at a standstill. When 
the battle had lasted about an hour 
/the police realized that they would be 
junable to drive the man from cover 
j;and a call was sent to a local fire 
company. The firemen responded 
with their engine and with the fire- 
men barricaded behind trucks and 
boards a stream of water was played 
upon the windows of the toilet room. 

The desperado fired a number of 
shots at the firemen, but they were 
not injured. Subsequently Bethea, 
drenched with water, staggered to the 
platform and the police once more 
called upon him to surrender. His 


posse at 


reply was several shots in quick suc- 


cession from his revolver. 

Several of the policemen had armed 
themselyes with shotguns, and just 
as Bethea fired the last shot Police 
Captain Evans fired a load of shot into 
his face. Notwithstanding this wound 
he kept on blazing away. Patrolman 
Boughman opened fire with a revolver 
and a bullet struck Bethea in the right 
arm. The desperate man tried to fire 
again, but Sergeant Kelleher opened 
fire and also managed to spring upon 
Bethea. 

When the police took hold of him 


' he fell dead in the arms of a patrol- 
| man. 


John O. Wiley, a park guard of 
Wilmington, was shot in the hand and 
leg. Matthew Haley, a_ citizen of 
Wilmington, was shot in the leg. 
Others were grazed by flying bullets. 

A tragic incident of the affair was 
that when Williams, the porter, was 
shot he fell into a seat in the car. All 
through the battle the dead porter sat 
with the appearance of one looking 
from the window. 

Bethea was well dressed. While it 
was believed by some of the passen- 
gers, who fled when the train reached 
Wilmington, that he was insane, oth- 
er passengers said that he appeared 
to be sane, except that he had been 
drinking. He was 40 years old and 
lived at Dillon, S. C.

leaped high into the air made a very 
spectacular sight. 

A small stable between the house 
and the woods was soon on fire and 
blazed fiercely. A siream of water 
was put upon the building and that 
was soon under control.

RECORD IN BOSTON 


‘Malden Offender Was Once 


a Clerk In Superior Civil Court 


Boston, March 26.—Police head- 
quarters in this city found a record 
for the man who snatched a handbag 
containing $3448.75 from John A. 
Bruce on one of the busiest streets in 
Malden, threatened his pursuers with 
two revolvers and finally landed in the 
police station after the money had 
been recovered. 

The man gave his name as Fred- 
erick H. Rice and claimed to live in 
Rice was brought to 
police headquarters in Boston, and as 
soon as he entered the rogues’ gallery 
Inspector Burr recognized him as an 
old offender. Rice was arrested on 
Feb. 1, 1904, for entering a house on

When his case was 
called he immediately waived exam- 
ination and was held in $10,000 bail 
to await action by the Middlesex 
grand jury in June.

WHEN RADIUM GAN 
BE EASILY OBTAINED 


Airship Journey to Planet Ve- 
nus May Be Accomplished 


Boston, March 26.—Willie Sidis, 
the 11-year-old mathematical prodigy 
of Harvard, has entered the realms 
of aerial navigation. He predicts that 
an airship will be built which will take 
man to the planet Venus in twenty 
minutes. 

Sidis is not building the airship. He 
has simply made a study of the prob- 
lem in the physical laboratory, and 
has reached conclusions which are ac- 
cepted by scientists. He says that 
the alpha rays given off from radium 
are able to drive a machine through 
space at about 20,000,000 miles a 
minute. $v attaching a block of 
radium to the back of the airship, 
Sidis figures, the machine could be 
shot through space faster than the 
earth moves. 

There are two. difficulties with 
which Sidis is not troubling himself— 
how to get the radium and how to get 
money enough to buy it if he could 
get it.

The plant of the Delaware River 
Iron Shipbuilding and Engine ‘Works, 
at Chester, ‘Pa., better known ap 
Roach’s shipyard, was sold at 
ceiver’s sale on Thursday says 
Transtript. The plant was purchased 
by ‘William H. Hanford, acting for 
William Holman of New York, and the 
price was $153,210 subject to a mort- 
gage of $100,000. The once famous 
shipyard operated and owned by the 
late John Roach & Son at Chester, Pa., 
was sold to liquidate its indebtedness 

of $600,000 in settling the estate. 
After Mr. Roach’s death in 1887, 
yard was operated by his son John B. 
Roach, who died two years ago. At 
Roach’s was the beginning of teh new

Glacier in Alps Expected to 
Give Up Body of Quincy Man 


With more certainty than the sea 
gives up its dead, that great sea of ice 
in the Alps, the Bossons glacier, on 
the slopes of Mt. Blanc, which melts 
away into a mountain stream near the 
little village of Chamonix, late in the 
coming summer, will give up the dead 
who have lain in its icy ‘bosom for 40 
years, says the Sunday Globe, which 
prints the following story of special 
interest to Quincy people. 

Among the 11 men lost on Mt 
Blane on Sep. 6, 1870, was John C. 
Randall of Quincy, at that time treas- 
urer of the Quincy Savings bank. 

The great river of ice in whose em- 
brace his ‘body was taken, at the bot- 
tom of ome cleft or crevasse, moving 
slowly and inexorably toward the val- 
ley, has never failed to yield up, at 
the end of 40 years, the bodies of its 
victims. 

There have been many of them not 
less than 445 were lost on the moun- 
tain before Mr. Randall met his fate 
—but the mighty force that ensh~oud- 
ed them gave them all up again, so 
long after that the sting of death has 
been dulled and the rendering of the 
last service by the living is s sacred 
consecration of affection. 

So steadily does the glacier work 
that the time when it will yield up its 
victims may be judged within a few 
week or days by the villagers of Cha- 
monix. It is always 40 years. - The 
weeks or days depend somewhat on 
the temperature of the valley, as the 
tip of the glacier melts away. 

As these sad anniversaries approach 
the village folk watch for signs. Of- 
guides are found 
As each is marked in a special way 
identification is, of instant 
and easy. hen through the clear ice 
the searchers may see the object of

Sometimes, by one of those marvels 
of nature’s workings which fill men 
with awe, the features of the dead are 
as fair as when the ice closed over 
them. 

Relatives are Watching... 

Mr. Randall left a wife and seven 
children, who were comfortably pro- 
vided for. His widow lived until 1891. 

of the children four are living now. 
Miss Edith Randall, next to the young- 
est of the family, has twice visited 
Her first visit was in 1894. 
She then met the widow and daughter 
of her father’s personal guide, Contett. 
From them she verified the statements 
she had read, that in 40 years the 
glacier would yield up its dead. An- 
other visit in 1904 confirmed the date. 

The year 1910, therefore, was mark- 
ed ‘with sacred memory in the family, 
and today, in the various househols in

Ambition of Life. 


Mr. Randall Jeft home in the spring 
of 1870 for a well-earned vacation trip. 
In his diary on May 25, 1870, he wrote: 

\ dull, lowery morning, looking like 
a stormy day; rose at 4 o'clock. To- 
day | commence the realization of the 
dream of my whole life. After many 
misgivings and doubts I decided a few 
days ago to visit Europe. . . . Said 
and kissed my dear wife and 
babies and left Quincy, Mass, at 9.30, 
and at 11.10 took the shore train via 
Providence for New York.” 

Subsequent entries reveal Mr. Ran- 
dall’s study for his journey by his

io an appreciative traveler. 

The entries of the last of August and 
early September refer fo his first 
views of the Alps. On Aug. 27 he 
wrote; 

“I had clear views of Mt. Blane. [| 
had left the hotel alone for Brevent. 
Reached the top at precisely 12, en- 
tered the hut and was cordially greet- 
ed by Michael [rene Contett, the old 
guide, who had been up 20 times. I 
had a fire built up. When at 4 o'clock 
I began to descend—O. the glories of 
that deseent. Across the valley far 
below me the whole chain of Mt. Blane, 
tiooded with sunshine, stood out sharp 
and clear with overpowering aublimity 
against the gblue sky.

seemed in ‘harmony. 
scending, taking in the influences of 
the scene, till my overcharged sou} 
found relief in tears. I stood with 


| bared head and thanked God that after 


20 years of toil and hope | was at last 
permitted to stand amid these great 
manifestations.” 

Entries to Sept. 3, which is the last 
one, speak of numerous climbs, hard 
work and rigorous experience in prep- 
aration for the climax of his desires, 
the ascent to the summit of “the mon- 
arch,” Mt. Blanc. 

The Ascent and. Tragedy. 

Mt. Blane is 15,782 feet high. Ata 
height of 10,00 feet on the route from 
Chamonix to its summit are two gran- 
ite spurs or cliffs, 
deep crust of snow and ice on the 
mountain’s breast, known as the 
Grand Mulets. Here is a 
house, where most parties ascending 
the mountain halt for the night, before 
aitempting the summit. If the day 
promises well, however, the 
may be attained, and a return made 
to the shelter that day. 

Sept. 6, 1870, seemed to promise per- 
fect conditions for a climb to the sum- 
mit. There were three tourists at 
Chamonix who wished to go up that 
day—Mr. Randall, Dr. James B. Beane 
of Baltimore and Rev. George Mce- 
Corkendale of Scotland. 

The eight guides chosen to accom- 
pany them numbered some of the most 
experienced in the village. They had 
been up Mt. Blane scores of times. 

The party made good time on the as- 


rising above the 


shelter- 


summit 


cent, and so clear was the weather 
when they reached the summit that 
they were seen there through glasses, 
from the village. 

Shortly after they left the summit a 
sudden change in the weather envel- 
oped the mountain in snow clouds, 
which caught the party in a whirling 
storm. 

There were anxious hearts in the 
villagesf Chamonix that night, as the 
wives of the guides watched the storm. 
Only a merciful ignorance of what was 
transpiring there spared a wife and 
mother in Quiney similar anguish. 

Next day, from dawn to dark, the 
storm raged on the mountains, and 
When at last, on the third day, it 
abated a little there was certainly in 
Chamonix that death had been the 
lot of some, if not ill, of the party on 
the mountain. 

The sonw was followed by rain, 
which delayed a searching party sent 
out from the village, in which were 
30 volunteers, all guides. No progress 
could be made on the mountain, owing 
to the uncertain footing in the snow. 


Relief Party. 


It was not until Sept. 16, 10 days 
after the storm set in, that clearing 
weather afforded trace of the lost par- 
ty. The snow had then settled, and 
the strong lenses of telescopes picked 
out some black spots on the bosom of 
the glacier. 

A \party’of 22 ghides and mountain- 
eers Was made ‘up and started at once 
towards the Grands Mulets, where they 
arrived evening. The next 
morning they found two bodies 
of Mr. Randall's fellow travelers, and 
higher up three more. Six guides went 
to the summit and searched thorough- 
ly, but found nothing more. They then 
united for the night at the Grands 
Mulets. That evening, Sept. 17, wpon 
signal from the Grands Mulets, 24 
more guides prepared to go up, and on 
the 18th, a dayyof rare clearness and 
quietness enabled them to make a 
thorough search of the neighborhood, 
but without avail. 

Then the sad procession began its 
descent of the glacier. Sometimes the 
bodies were carried, sometimes lower- 
ed with ropes down steep descents, 
pometimes dragged across chasms in 
the snow. 

The entire population of Chamonix 
was in the streets when the train came 
down with its precious burden. The 
rigidity of the dead by the exposure 
to the terrible cold made it impossible 


before 
those 


to prepare the bodies for burial, and so: 


they were interred under the shelter 
of the village churchyard, still in sit- 
ting posture. Both Catholic and Pro- 
testant Services were held. 


How Death Came. 


The body of Dr. Beane had been 
found sitting with his head upon his 
hands and that of Mr. McCorkendale 
sitting also with his alpenstock firmly 
gripped. 

On Dr. Beane’s body was found a 
letter which told, how death had 
come to them. The detter said in part: 

“Tuesday, Sept 6—I haye made the 
ascension of Mt. Blane with 10 other 
persons; eight guides, Mr. McCorken- 
dale and Mr. Randall. We reached the 
Summit at 2.30. Immediately after 
having quitted it I found myself envel= 
oped in a whirlpool of snow at 15,000 
feet English height. We have passed 
the night in a grotto dug in the snow 
—an uncomfortable asylum, and | 
have been ill all the night. 

“Sept. 7, morning—Cold very in- 
tense, much snow. It falls without 
cessation; the guides are uneasy. 

“7th September, evening—We have 
been on Mt. Blanc for two days in a 
terrible snowstorm. Weare lost. We 
are in a grotto, dug in the snow, at a 
hight of 15,000 feet. 


“I have no hopes of descending.

The letter closed with directions to 
his family concerning business mat- 
ters and a simple statement that to his 
wife he left all his ‘property. This 
was, of course, unwitnessed, but it was 
later offered for probate in Baltimore 
and was allowed without objection. 

It is possible that when the body of 
Mr. Randall is found, some farewell 
word to his family may be found pre- 
served with it.

IN EXPERT PARLIAMENTARIAN 


Poindexter Says 


Initial Reform In- 


augurated by Insurgents Must. Be 


Followed by Others, Chief of Which 
Must Be Deposition of Uncle Joe— 
Ways and Means of Revising Rules 
Being Actively Discussed 


Washington, March 28.—Many of 
the insurgent Republicans in the 
house who voted to retain Speaker 
Cannon in the chair are “hearing from 
home," according to reports in circu- 
lation about the capitol, and these 
advices are said to be not at all re- 
assuring. 

Following closely this information 
comes statements from several that 
the war against “Cannonism” is to go 


on to the extent of the ultimate depo- | 


sition of Speaker Cannon, the election 
of his successor and the complete ref- 
ormation of the rules of the house. 
The overthrow of the speaker and the 
taking from the speakership of 
power unduly to influence legislation 
are aimed at. 

A proposition to remove Cannon by 
means of the combined vote of Demo- 
crats and insurgents and to substitute 
for him Asher C. Hinds of Portland, 
Me., the parliamentarian of the 
house, is one of the plans which sev- 
eral insurgents advocated.

out by Mr. Poindexter 
and others as the logical 
and proper course. Under the 
stitution the house may choose a 
speaker who is not a member of the 
body. 

Representative Poindexter,

BODY IS FOUND 
IN GUNNY SACK 


Fate of Ruth Wheeler Is No 
Longer a a Mystery 


ANSWERED EMPLOYMENT NOTE 


Her Charred Body, Which coe 
That She Had Been Strangled and 
Hacked With a Knife, Found at 

. Home of Youth to Which She Had 
Been Decoyed—Woman 
QOhe Accused of the Crime 


New York, Mareh 28.—The body of 
Ruth Wheeler, who was lured from 
her widowed mother on Thursday last 
by a decoy offer of employment, was 
found huddled in a gunny sack on a 
fire escape outside the apartment of 
Albert Wolter, the youth charged with 
her abduetion. 

She had been strangled, hacked 
with a knife, burned beyond recogni- 
tion and thrust carelessly out of doors 
like so much rubbish. Identification 
Was Only possible by shreds of cloth- 
ing and fragments of jewelry, but 
there was abundant evidence of how 
the murder had been done. Around 
the neck were the charred fibres of 
manilla burnt into the flesh. 

The apartment reeked with the odor 
of kerosene. There were oil stains in 
front of the newly-painted fireboard 
that hid an open grate. Fully dressed, 
the girl’s clothing and hair had been 
saturated with kerosene, the fire 
board had been removed and the body

the match was touched to her, 
burned like a torch. 

Probably the murderer had hoped 
for an opportunity to remove the body 
under cover of night, but when the 
girl's disappearancé raised such an 
uproar and he began to suspect he 
was shadowed, he fled in terror. 

Ruth Wheeler was 15 years old, 
youngest of three sisters bred by their 
mother, a dressmaker, to self-sup- 
port. Both the elder sisters 
stenographers and Ruth had just 
graduated from a business college 
eager for employment and proud of 
her diploma. 

An employment agency for gradu- 
ates is conducted by the college and 
Ruth called there often to look for a 
situation. Thursday morning she left 
home on her usual errand and never 
returned. 

The girl had been carefully brought 
up. She was never on the streets at 
night and her failure to come home 
for twenty-four hours without 
planation meant more than a caprice 
The next morning her sisters, Pearl 
and Adelaide, in serious concern, 
/ went to the college and learned that 
the following posteard had _ been 
‘turned over to her: 

“Dear Madam—Please cal! in refer- 
ence to position of stenographer at 
residence of secretary. A. Wolter. 

“222 East 75th street.” 

Investigation at the 
showed that Wolter, 
years old, had left the apartment 
where he lived with his wife earlier 
in the same day. He received many 
calls from young girls, said the land- 
lady,

FOR 1910 IN BRIEF. 


There being a good deal of confu- 
flon and misunderstanding as ta@ what 
are exactly the proposed changes in 
the baseball playing rules, they are 


given briefly as follows:

The umpire must watch small points 
which hitherto have been subjects fer 
complaint from captains, such as the 
discoloring of the new balls.

The captains must give the umpires 
the batting order list at the home 
plate before the game is called, and 
players named must take part in the 
game.

Every player gets an assist who as- 
sists in putting out a runner if he 
makes the put out himself.

WIS STEALING OF $250,000 


| Bank Clerk’s Evident intention to

Boston, March 29.—George -W. 


Coleman and Wilson W. Lockhart, 
accompanied by their counsel, Wil- 
|ilam A. Morse, cailed on Assistant | 


United States District Attorney Gar- 
land yesterday and remained for over 
an hour. 

In order to keep the meeting as 
secret as possible the conference was 
held in the private office of United 
States District Attorney French. It 
is understood that the létter -which 
French sent to Coleman on Saturday 
following the public statement which 
; Coleman made to the press and which 
was highly displeasing to the govern- 
ment, Was responsible for the meet- 
ing yesterday. . 

Mr. French is in Washington, 
where he will take up the case with 
the attorney general and the comp- 
troller of the treasury. 

So far Lockhart has maintained ab- 


solute silence regarding his connec- 
tion with the case. Coleman has 
made several statements and, al- 


though it is alleged they have varied 
in certain particulars, it is believed 
that he has teld all he knows of con- 
s@quence to the government. His evi- 
dent intention to connect the faro 
gang with his defalcation, at least to 
the extent of $180,000 out of an esti- 
mated $250,000, has been barren of 
results so far as the United States 
district attorney has shown his hand. 

Attorney Morse seems to take the 
same view of this part of the case, 
for after his conference with Garland 
he said that the public statement by 
Coleman connecting the faro gang 
with the case was to be regretted. 

The Post says “Big Bill’ Keliher be- 
lieves that his side of what have been 
termed the fake faro stories will do 
much to change public’ opinion, 
which, he claims, has up to this time 
condemned him without a hearing. 

Keliher has stood for Coleman mak- 
ing the best case he could without in- 
terfering, but the last interview, in 
which he believes he sought to unload 
his doings on the backs of others, has 
; more than disturbed him. 

According to the stories ‘told by 
Keliher he did not seek Coleman to 
participate in the faro or any other 
game. He was besought by the bank 
embezzler to let him in. 

Keliher has for two been 
waiting calls from either the county 
or federal grand juries. He is re- 
ported as not dreading the issue. He 
is quoted as saying that he ventured 
his own money and won and lost. If 
someone else chose o risk as he dl@ 
they must take the results as he has 
done. ° 

He is tired of being made the goat 
for the doings of others. Coleman's 
money, he says, did not go wholly in- 
to faro. There were other outlets, 
and these outlets were of Coleman's 
own making.

Land Needed For Growing Population 
and to Halt Rising Cost of Living, 
Says Railroad M&an—Declares Con- 
certed Pressure on Congress Is Need- 
ed to Save Many Acres For Tillage.

Louis and San Francisco Railroad com- 
pany, urged upon the New Orleans 
board of trade the other day the need 
of concerted action in the south to 
secure the aid of the federal govern- 
ment in draining the 58,000,000 acres 
of swamp lands in the south.

Mr. Yoakum said the United States 
| could and would undertake the needed 
reclamation projects which private 
capital was ready to follow up if suit- 
able pressure were brought to bear 
upon officials and southern representa- 
tives In Washington by the farmers 
and business men of their 
Without thar pressure, be declared, 
little would be done. And he added 
significantly, referring to tendencies at 
the national capital: 

“To drain the valley, to build new 
railroads, to develop the country and 
to enforce our regulative laws are 
more important than the enactment of 
new and experimeutal ones. 


Of Value to the Whole Land. 
“For almost a century,” said Mr. 
Yoakum, “vur government has looked 
with indifference at the rich, unused 
lands of the southern states. The low, 
rich lands of the south have now be 
come a matter of importance to the 
whole country. First, the people need 
the food, cotton and other products 
which your lowlands will produce in 
abundance; these lauds are 
needed for settlemeut by the American 
citizens who ure now homes 
in other countries. Sixty thousand peo 
ple moved from the United States tu 
/ Canada last year. They carried with 
them $1,000 each, or 60,000,000 
people are leaving thickiy settled dis 
tricts where the prices of farm lands 
are high. This means that our own 
people are building up 
longing to _a foreign nation at the er 
pense of our own country. 
“Your rich lands muy be drained at 
a cost of $5 per ucre iocated near the

WHY PLAYGROUNDS ARE NEEDED. | 


To many people who live in the 
country where there is unlimited room 
and access to open pastures and fields 
it seems folly and extravagance to talk 
of playgrounds for the children: but 
no one who has had experience in city 
life or even in a large town can doubt 
the impartance of the movement now 
becoming so popular for establishing 
suitable playgrounds for the children 
in every good sized place. 

At present thousands upon _ thou- 
sands of children find the open streets 
their only playgrounds. Many chil- 
dren are injured. In one city 67 chil- 
dren under ten years of age were 
killed in the streets in the year, while 
many times that number were maimed, 
bruised and run over, and all because 
of the fact that the street was their 
only playground. 

It has been found too, that  play- 
grounds prevent juvenile crime. It 
makes a place for the boys and their 
activities. Hitherto they have not 
been wanted anywhere. As Judge 
Lindsey “We are literally 
crowding them off the earth.” 

When a boy, chuck full of life and 
vigor, goes out on the street and 
s.eals applés, and throws stones 
through the laundryman’s windows, 
it is not primarily because he is vi- 
cious but because he has no legij{mate 
occupation. 

Last year Newark provided base ball 
suits for 1500 of its boys. A_ play- 
ground with its regular activities out- 
door games, etc., is a great factor in 
promoting the health of children. 

We have taken away most of the 
work by means of which children ex- 
ercised their muscles during our past 
history. There are relatively few 
chores for boys and girls today in the 
towns and cities. There is less op- 
portunity for muscular exercise. 

It is necessary if children are to b. 
strong and vigorous to provide a suit- 
able place for them to get outdoor ex- 
ercise. The playgrounds also ‘provide 
a place where children learn self- 
control. Discipline on the playground 
is largely that of public opinion,—the 
will of the body of children. them- 
selves under ‘proper guidance.— 
Healthy Home.

Make Your Toilet Articles. 

Any girl can have the very best toi- 
let articles if she will make tbem her- 
self, and many of them offered for 
sale at the stores will often do a per- 
manent injury to a delicate skin 
Should a lotion be needed for perspira- 
tion stir one ounce of hydrate of 
chloral in one pint of soft boiled wa- 
ter and keep in a bottle. Apply witb 
soft old linen and allow the lotion to 
dry on the skin. To keep the hands in 
good condition keep a preparation of 
vinegar and cornmeal ready for use 
and after w%S8hing clothes or doing any 
work that soils the hands wash them 
in warm suds, rub the hands well 
with the cornmeal mixture, then dry 
and rub a few drops of honey and wa- 
ter well into the skin. An excellent 
and saf@face powder is made by sift- 
ing half a pound of pure rice powder 
eight or ten times and then adding a 
few drops of oil of rose and a little 
carmine if you want the powder tint 
ed. One of the best cucumber creams 
is made by cutting up two large cu- 
cumbers into half a cupful of water 
and allowing them to simmer for half 
an hour; then strain, add a cupful of 
boiling water, ten grains of powdered 
borax and enough tincture of benzoin 


, to make the water look milky and bot- 


tle when cool. The skin may be kept 
in fine condition by using a little bo- 
rax in the water every time the face 
and hands are washed and then rub- 
bing this lotion well into the skin. An 
excellent fluid for keeping the scalp 
clean and free from dandruff is made 
with half a teaspoonful of the borax 
powder, a small piece of gum cam- 
phor and half a pint of soft water, and 
one of the best and safest washes for 
the mouth and teeth is made by add- 
ing one ounce of the powder to one 
pint of boiling water and then before 
it is cold adding half a teaspoonful of 
spirits of camphor. ‘The hair tonic 
should be rubbed well into the scalp 
once a week. About two teaspoon- 
fuls of the mouth wash in half a glass 
of water is the proper proportion, and 
the fluid whitens the teeth and keeps 
the gums in a healthy condition. 
Mending With Plaster. 

In lieu of drawing the torn edge of a 
dress together with silk thread or even 
with frayed threads of the material an 
excellent plan lies in your medicine 
rhest. 

That sounds a trifle startling to the 
needle worker, but listen. A piece of 
court plaster will form a good working 
basis upon which a comparatively ip 
visible reparation can be made. 

If the tear be on the plain width the 
skirt should be laid upon a table, the 
edges pulled together and pinned down 
and finally the strip of court plaster 
applied. A hot iron will press the 
edges together, and the frayed threads 
should be cut away as a finishing 
tonch.

Boston, March 30.—With seventeen 
tons of dynamite aboard and a large 
red flag at the masthead as a warning 
for other ships to keep away, schoon- 
er Thomas H. Lawrence, Captain 
Rowe, dropped anchor on the South, 
Boston flats. 

The DuPont Powder company, to 
whom the dynamite is consigned, has 
two powder hulks at anchor on the 
flats at all times in which they keep 
their explosives for the Boston trade 
stored, and they are as closely guard- 
ed as the United States mints. 

When Captain Rowe was asked how 
he felt when tramping the decks over 
seventeen tons of dynamite, he said 
that he would rather carry a shipload 
of dynamite any time than a couple 
of hundred pounds* of powder, as 
powder was dangerous at all times, 
while dynamite would stay quiet un- 
til somebody went looking for trouble 
and then it kicked.

EMPLOYERS’ 
LIABILITY ACT 


Bailey Tells Senate That It 
Needs to Be Amended 


DOCTRINE OF STATE RIGHTS 


Texan Says New England Is to Be- 


come One of Its Strongest Advo- 


cates—He Cites Recent Federal 
Railroad Decisions and Declares 
That Employes Now Fail to Get 


Justice Which Is Due Them 


Washington, March 31.—New Eng- 
land’s pre-eminent interest in main- 
taining the doctrine of state rights was 
urged upon the senate by Senator 
Bailey of Texas and promptly admit- 
ted by Senator Hale, the floor leader, 
in a course of a significant debate on 
a bill to amend the employers’ liability 
act reported by the committee on the 
judiciary. 

The situation grows out of the cele- 
brated decision of the superior court 
of errors of Connecticut in the case of 
Hoxie vs. the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, in which the 
court threw into confusion litigation 
over personal injuries to railroad em- 
ployes b¥ghe remarkable decision that 
the Connecticut court had no juris- 
diction in a local suit, on the ground 
that congress did not intend that jur- 
isdiction of cases arising under the act 
should be assumed by state courts. 

The effect of this doctrine, if gen- 
erally accepted, would be to place 
railroad employes at a greater disad- 
vantage in suits based on personal in- 
juries, and compel them to sue in the 
often at great incon- 
venience and expense.

preted by its highest tribunal.

Senator Hale gradually woke up 
during the address of the Texas sena- 
tor, and before Bailey had finished, 
the Republican leader was pouring 
forth friendly questions and nodding 
his head approvingly as they were 
answered. 

“Something should be done,”’ com- 
mented Senator Hale, “to restrain 
this overwhelming sea which is des- 
troying all the landmarks of state 
rights. The makers of the constitu- 
tion never for a moment dreamed that 
under and by virtue of the clause 
authorizing congress to r@égulate com- 
merce an action founded solely in per- 
zonal injuries should be brought. 

“The senator from Texas is equipped 
with ample paraphernalia of thought 
tc see that the rights of the people of 
Senator 


Texas are protected,” said 
Hale. “Let the bill go over.” 

Unanimous consent to do so was ob- 
tained after Senator Dixon had given 
notice of an amendment of his own 
providing that every common carrier 
shall be deemed as a Citizen of every 
state in which its line extends. The 
issue involved in this question is of 
the most far reaching importance, 
not only to the railroads but to every 
railroad employe. The bill had al- 
ready passed the house.

Washington, March 31.—President 


Taft has issued the proclamation ex- 
tending the minimum rates of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill to Canada. 


This brings to a successful conclusion 
negotiations extending over several 
months, and ending happily, princi- 
pally because Canada took the matter 
up directly with the United States. 

Canada gets the minimum tariff 
rates and in return gives to the United 
States important reductions on thir- 
teen schedules in which there is active 
or prospective competition between the 
products of France and other coun- 
tries with which Canada has reciproc- 
Ity agreements. 

This meets the contention that the 
rates extended by the Dominion gov- 
ernment to France and twelve other 
countries constitute “undue” dis- 
crimination against the United States.

Menelik made war on Theodore and 
his successor, Emperor Johannes. 
Finally he married his daughter to 
tes Area, the emperor’ ind Was 
tacitly acknowledged to the 
turone. After Res Area died Emperor 
cohaanae was killed in battle and 
Menelik became Negue of Abyssinia. 
Refusing to acknowledge the domi- 
nation of Italy over his country, 
Menelik compelled the Italian army to 
capitulate at Adowa in 1896, when a 


treaty was signed recognizing the 
absolute independence of Abyssinia. 
Ever since than peace has crowned 
Menelik’s foreign policy and the coun- 


try has prospered. 

The result of the battle of Adowa 
was one of the most crushing defeats 
ever suffered by the Italian 
The Italian army of 18,000 
swept out of existence, and 10,000 of 
them left dead on the battlefield. 

But Menelik was more than a war- 
rior. He was also a diplomat of such 
a high order that by playing off the 
conflicting desires of the European 
powers for his domain, he succeeded 
in keeping Abyssinia the only real in- 
dependent state, free from outside in- 
terference of any kind.

The hem took its origin from the 
peasant costume, but it did not find 
its exceeding narrowness there It 
| found it in the designer’s rooms in the 
Rue de la Paix, where came patrons 
who had taken a fancy to the short 
skirt, with its narrow hem, that 
showed thelr feet. 
| It was an American who remarked 
|} that the reason French women never 
| wore any skirts but long ones was to 
hide their ugly shoes. It would be a 
far stretch of the imagination to think

}in Paris has given the short skirt 
cachet in that town 
| The truth seems to be that the 
French-woman is not conscious how

She will stand the world casting

Conscious that her feet are perfect- 
ly shod, she has worn short skirts 
for eight years; Paris is wearing them 
fo~ the first time, and like all its new 
fashions, it has grown feverishly ar- 
dent over the abbreviated costume. 

Therefore it does not want to give 
up this short skirt at once, and it

This fashion of putting a hem that 
will stand out conspicuously as a hem 
promises to be a dominant feature in 
clothes. And by hem one does not 
mean a casual ,ordinary, every-day 
kind of finish to the bottom of a skirt. 
It means a wide piece of cloth, 10 or 
12 inches or more, made of another 
fabric from the gown, and usually of 
another color. It is often shaped at 
the top into lines that are away from 
the conventional, to call attention to 
its depth and how important a part 
it is of the costume. 

That would be nothing new about 
this hem if it followed its usual lines 
of flaring in proportion to the rest of 
the skirt and making a swiri at the 
hem. But it does not do this. Itisa 
very extraordinary hem, for it is often 
only a yard and a half wide, and gives 
the effect of going in suddenly at the 
ankle. 

Black is the choseh color for this 
hem, and satin will be a favorite fabric 
when it is possible to use it. Itis a 
good rule to go py that the cloth in 
the hem is heavier and more solid 
looking than the cloth in the rest of 
the gown. Whatever is used is often 
repeated in a queer yoke effect at the 
top, of which I shall write further.

THE COOK AND THE CRITIC. 
A Problem Worthy the Attention of All 
Earnest Women. 

It always awakens a sort of amused 
wonderment in me, says Marietta 
Ladd in Table Talk, when I hear learn- 
ed men, especially bishops, tell school- 
girls that in order to secure husbands 
they must learn to be good cooks 
Just as though a man ever thinks se- 
riously of cooking when he Is really 
and truly in love! The idea is absurd 
Yet it is undeniable that a large pro- 
portion of unkappy marriages result 
from an imperfect knowledge of the 
sublime art of cookery on the part of 
the wife. All sensible women know 
that their power and influence in the 
home is inseparable from their prac- 
tical ability to prepare healthful and 
appetizing foods for those under their 
charge. The problem of our time is 
to increase the number of careful and 
intelligent cooks and so lift the race 
on toa higher plane of life. 

It is clear to me that this problem, 
worthy as it is cf the attention of all 
earnest women, cannot be satisfactori- 
ly solved by educating women alone 
Man is an important factor in the 
home, and it is as much the business 
of a man to know what foods are help- 
ful and what harmful as it is a wom- 
an’s. In the stress of modern busipess 
life it is unreasonable to expect a 
married man to do actual cooking. If 
he does it some part of his work out 
side the home must suffer. [Lut if be 
cannot do werk he can always criti- 
cise. He should therefore be taught 
bow to criticise intelligently in such a 
way as to help his wife and not try 
her temper to its utmost limits. 

Domestic unhappiness usually arises 
in one of two ways—either the wife is

quence ultra sensitive to criticism or 
the wife is really a good cook, but her 
husband has been spoiled and render 
ed bearish by living at good hotels and 
restaurants where “many hands make 
light work.”
